While the rivers of the Atlantic coast 
States were having a high old time with 
heavy rains setting them more than eyer 
on the rampage, the storm king was crying 
bal ha! to a different sort of a tune in the 
West. (This idea of a storm king crying 
ha! ha1 is new and original.) 
W hat one 
enterprising paper called a "genuine old­ 
fashioned blizzard” was razing the North­ 
western States, and had sufficient strength 
to leave an impression on the Pacific slope. 
Like the patriotic citizen at a national 
Jollification, the blizzard blossomed out in 
a most impartial manner. 
It knew no 
Boutb, no north, no east, no west in prefer­ 
ence. 
After seeing that the West and 
Northwest had been fairly treated, the 
blizzard set out on a square tour of the 
whole country. It reached New England 
on Friday, and at about 9 o’clock p. rn. it 
oiled up its shirt-sleeves and struck in for 
usiness. The wind olew at the rate of 
sixty miles an hour; the snow, not to 
be behindhand, fell 
"like sixty,” too. 
It piled up the roads. Ii blocked travel 
everywhere. It found the greatest possible 
delight in snowing Under one worthy 
Citizen’s 
domicile 
while 
the 
wind 
danced 
around 
another 
one’s 
door, 
lo 
that 
he 
could 
stand 
on 
a 
clean sidewalk and view with sentiments 
of gratified pity the position of his neigh­ 
bor. The cars were blockaded more effec­ 
tually than at the holiday season. Wheels 
soon disappeared and runners took their 
place, only to find that great areas of wind­ 
swept streets and roads required wheels 
more than ever. 
The cold was intense. 
The Frost King, 
the Snow King and the old despot, Boreas, 
had a roaring old time of it, and they “went 
for” the sovereign citizen with a malice 
peculiar 
to monarchies. The 
mercury 
dropped out of sight in some places. For 
the first time for many years the South 
had a severe cold snap. In Louisiana the 
mercury was dowm to 
zero in many 
places; 
in 
Texas 
it 
was 
only 
l l 0 
above, so at Galveston, where two per­ 
sons were frozen to death. 
At Corpus 
Christi, Tex., the thermometer jumped 
down 64° in twelve hours. In Newr York 
State the familiar story of delayed trains is 
told. In Newr York City the streets were 
piled with drifts of five or six feet .The 
hard worked legislators at Washington 
found the best of sleighing on Pennsyl­ 
vania avenue. Some of the Western rail­ 
roads began to cease running, and tickets 
were not sold for certain points. 
All this, and much more that could be 
written, simply meant inconvenience and 
trouble. On the Atlantic coast, and espe­ 
cially the New England lino, the effect was 
of a different kind. 
While the average citizen was curling 
himself in the blankets, and perhaps sooth­ 
ing himself to sleep by cursing some bang­ 
ing window blind, scores of vessels were 
drifting helplessly ashore, or with crews 
half or wholly frozen sinking under the 
waves. 
From every point on tho coast 
Mime news of some disaster to shipping and 
loss of life. The life-saving stations were 
fully employed in every direction. Glouces­ 
ter harbor had its share of wrecks. 
Capo 
Cod shore is strewn with vessels of every 
lescription and tonnage, and many records 
>f daring rescues anil hairbreadth escapes 
Save yet to be told. 
A schooner—the Juliet of Portland, bound 
for New York with a cargo of stone, struck 
on tho rocks between Deer Island and Win­ 
throp Head, Boston harbor. She was a craft 
of only ninoty-six tons, old, and not of 
much value, h ut she carried six lives, and 
after she 
had found the recks three 
of 
the 
six 
were 
swept 
from 
her 
decks 
by 
a 
heavy 
sea. 
To 
Hid 
watchers on Deer Island the chances 
of reaching the remaining three seemed 
hopeless. Tile seamen took to the rigging, 
and, frozen by the biting air and wet by 
every roll of the vessel, awaited succor. At 
» o’clock Deputy Superintendent VY'. A. 
W itham of Deer Island saw the situation of 
the vessel, and sent for assistance to the 
tug Sam Little, Captain Raulett. The tug 
steamed into the gut, and her mate. John 
Jacobson, 
seeing 
that 
it 
would 
be 
impossible 
for 
tho 
tug to reach the 
schooner, called for volunteers from the 
prisoners on the island to man the surf boat. 
Out of a large number Mr. Jacobson picked 
{our men, and, taking the boat in tow, the 
Attle steamed out to her assistance. Reach­ 
ing to windward of the wreck, the boat was 
dropped as near as was possible, and the 
men on the schooner told to drop overboard 
and they were picked up. One of the crew 
was in the maintopmasl, the two others 
being below, and as the vessel rolled in 
the heavy surf they were forced ten ieet 
Into the water at every roll. One of the 
men was apparently freezing, and his com - 
panion in tho rigging continually beat him 
with a rope. As the boat came near, the 
apparently freezing man was placed in 
bowline, 
the end dung to the boat’s 
crew, and he was pulled aboard. 
By 
skilful 
management, 
Captain 
Ranlett 
managed 
to 
get 
a 
little 
nearer 
tho 
schooner, 
and 
the 
remaining 
two sailors jumped overboard, and were 
hauled on tho tug. The frozen luau, upon 
teaching the island, was at once taken in 
hand by Dr. Cogswell of the medical staff, 
assisted by the prisoners, and was revived. 
Upon carefully examining him it was found 
th at his shoulder was dislocated, and be 
was taken to the island hospital. The wreck 
and rescue w ere witnessed by a throng of 
people who lined tile beach, and waited 
breathlessly the result of the effort of the 
ham Little. 
A worse disaster befell the. schooner Mil­ 
lie I rim of Bangor, also in Boston harbor. 
At 3 o’clock on Saturday morning she 
drove ashore on Calf Island, while trying 
to make the harbor for safety, in her voy­ 
age from South Amboy, N. J., to Rockland. 
Me. A terrific sea swept over the half- 
irozen crew from the deck and rigging, 
where they had taken refuge. 
Of the 
whole crow of five tho captain was tile only 
survivor. 
Leman IL Murphy of St. George 
and three Swedes, whoso first names were 
Charlie, Jacob and Frederick, with no sir- 
names known. were drowned. 
The steamer Katabdin of the Boston and 
Bangor line put into Portsmouth on Sun­ 
day in a bad condition. Silo left Rockland. 
Friday evening, and caught the gale off 
Boone Island. The had thirty-five passen­ 
gers on board. When she arrived in Ports­ 
mouth. she had four feet of water in her 
bold; had thrown overboard her dock load, 
washout of coal and had burned some lum­ 
ber in her cargo for fuel. She spied a 
three-masted schooner iii a sinking condi­ 
tion, with distress signals Hying, but. being 
herself sinking, could render no assistance. 
The above are but specimens of the work 
pf Hie gale on the Newf England coast.

The mercury stood at 15° to 24° below zero 
throughout Illinois yesterday and last 
night.

IU., Irvin Underhill, on his -way 
home from a party, lost his way and was 
found frozen stiff yesterday. His horse was 
stalled in a snow bank some distance from 
him. 
At Dundee, Ervin Baker was found frozen 
in a farm yard. 
At Burlington, la., John Lang left a bar­ 
ber shop late Saturday night for home, and 
was found dead Sunday morning, not a 
quarter of a mile from where he started, 
A despatch from Denver says that two 
men were frozen to death near the western 
Kansas line, and it is feared that the loss 
of life in the mountains was considerable.

M o n tre al, January l l . —The river has 
risen two feet since midnight, Hooding all 
the cellars on St. Paul street, and causing 
great damage to wholesale houses.

Surrounded by Ice. 
P o r t l a n d , January IO.—Captain Norton 
of the schooner Victory, came up to this 
city today to see the captain of the revenue 
cutter Woodbury, in regard to the vessels 
now at anchor off Richmond’s Island, and so 
surrounded by ice that they cannot get out. 
Just before the storm struck the Victory, 
on Friday night, Captain 
Norton had 
noticed a number of vessels in his vicinity. 
Among others there were two three-masted 
schooners which he did not know and has 
not seen since. He believes that all vessels 
that failed to make anchorage have been 
roughly handled. 
Captain Norton said It 
was the worst storm he had ever experi­ 
enced. 
A sailor named William C. Patterson tells 
the following story: "There were only five 
of us, all told, and we were short-handed. 
At about 8.30 Friday night we were going 
west and had made Portland head light when 
the storm came on. We made a run for 
Richmond’s Island, but never expected to 
let go anchor again. Tile wind was a hur­ 
ricane and a cyclone all in one. I have been 
thirteen years, off and on, at sea, and I 
never saw the like. The snow was so thick 
that you couldn’t see an inch ahead. We 
were washed badly, and after we got under 
Richmond’s Island we had all we could 
stand. Every moment she made ice, while 
we were washed until there wasn’t a dry 
thing on board. Every minute we expected 
to go down. The old schooner came out all 
right, however.” 


The O range C rop D am aged. 
J a c k s o n v il l e , Fla.. January lo .—The 
cold last night and today has been intense 
throughout Florida, the lowest point the 
themometer reached 
here 
being 
21° 
above 
zero. 
At Ocala. 
South 
I .ake. 
Weir, Waldo and other places it was 17° 
above, Thisis the coldest weather that has 
been known here siuce the trreat freeze of 
February 9, 1855, when all the orange 
trees throughout the State were killed. 
The oranges on the trees are now frozen 
hard. Prominent orange growers in vari­ 
ous sections of tile State think tile trees are 
killed. Many others seem to think differ­ 
ently, but admit that the crop will be badly 
set back. 


Fourteen E n gin e s Buried by Snow. 
B a l t im o r e , January IO.—Snow drifts at 
some places 15 feet deep occured in the Blue 
Ridge mountains.on the Western Maryland 
railroad, beyond Mechanicstown. Fourteen 
engines were buried upto the smoke stacks.

Crew 
saved. 
Schooner Mary G. Farr, from Baltimore 
for Providence, went ashore on the outer 
bar at Spring 1-ake, L. I., during the gale 
Friday night. All hands lost. 
Schooner Cathie C. Berry, before reported 
ashore in Quick’s Hole, was floated Satur­ 
day noon. She is not apparently damaged. 
The Sow and Pigs light vessel has arrived 
at New Bedford, having parted lier chains 
iii Saturday's gale. Two hundred fathoms 
of chain were lost. She will he towed to 
her station as soon as tile sea subsides. 
Captain Proctor of the steamer City of 
Gloucester reports having seen two schoon­ 
ers off Bass Rock. One is lumber-laden and 
full of water; tho other has a cargo of coal. 
Tugs have gone to their assistance.

L o n d o n , January 8 .—Immediately upon 
the storm and unprecedented cold of two 
days ago conies a violent hurricane, which 
today is sweeping tho British isles, being 
particularly severe in the northern portion. 
The wind has reached a velocity of sixty 
miles an hour at several points on the 
coast, and immense damage has been.done. 
There are no departures of vessels today,and 
the greatest anxiety prevails concerning 
tlie fate of those due. 
Many casualties are reported in the towns 
on tho coast and northern counties from 
tile effect of the high winds. 
Buildings 
have been unroofed and-pedestrians injured 
from Hying debris. 
Iii Sunderland a tall 
chimney was blown down, falling across a 
private dwelling. The building was demol­ 
ished and the inmates buried in ihe ruins. 
If not killed outrigiit, they are all probably 
fatally injured. 
On the coast the sea is running unusually 
high, and a wild storm of rain and snow 
makes it impossible to see far from land. 
A number of vessels have been sighted in 
distress, and the beaches are strewn with 
wreckage. At Whitehaven, while going to 
the rescue of an unknown bark in distress, 
the lifeboat was capsized and one of the 
crew drowned. All efforts to relaunch it 
proved^ unavailing. 
At P’leetwood, on the west coast, the 
schooner Swallow was driven ashore on trio 
cliffs early this morning and instantly 
went to pieces. 
All on board perished. 
Their bodies are coming ashore. 
Two unknown bodies lashed to some rig­ 
ging have come ashore on the Irish coast

Colliding Kngine* K ill T h re e Bien and 
In ju re Five O th er P ersons. 


P h i l a d e l p h i a . January 9.—By a colli­ 
sion in the yard of tho Philadelphia, Wil­ 
mington & Baltimore railroad at Wilming­ 
ton, Del., this morning, three men were 
instantly killed, and six mangled, scalded

seriously injured.

While the Wilmington & Northern train 
was on its way to the station three shifting 
engines left the Philadelphia, Wilmington 
Sc Baltimore station on the southbound 
track for the west yard. The engines were 
running at high speed, aud when about a 
quarter of a mile from tile station the en­ 
gines collided with the passenger train 
The front engine went almost through the 
passenger car, aud the resultof the collision 
was a terrible and fatal wreck. 
As well as can be ascertained, tho follow­ 
ing persons were injured or killed in the 
accident this morning; Killed—I red Jones, 
conductor of the Philadelphia, Wilmington 
& 
Baltimore railroad; 
Harry 
Aarons, 
brakeman; William A. Brinton, operator. 
Injured—John Flinn, leg and ribs broken; 
James Garey, leg broken; James Melvin, 
leg and arm brokeu and lilts crushed ; Ed­ 
ward Lawler, scalded and leg cut off. I here 
were two others injured, but their names 
cannot be ascertained at this time. 


DRIVEN TO THE SWAMPS. 


An E sca pe d M urderer Prefers to Frseze 
to Death 
Rather T h an 
Surrender 
Him self. 
W atn esb o ro u g h , Ga.. January l l . —A 
special guard has just returned from the 
swamp on tho Savannah river with Jerry 
Tarber, one of the escaped prisoners, who 
was badly wounded in the effort to capture 
him. The escape from jail took place at 
4 o’clock Wednesday morning. William 
Garvin, the murderer, was heavily ironed 
with a chain around his 
neck made 
fast 
to 
the 
centre 
of 
his 
cell. 
The chain was brokeu and Garvin earned 
his necklace and chain witll him. Deputy 
Sheriff Zorn summoned a posse and went 
in pursuit. Last night he found Garvin 
and several of his comrades camping in tho 
woods on the Savannah river, about twenty 
miles from this place. An attack was made 
and Mr. Zorn was shot with birdshot in the 
leg and foot. 
The officer made every 
effort to secure Garvin, but failed, the night 
being dark and the woods too thick to 
make effectual pursuit of the escaped pris­ 
oners. Yesterday morning Tarber was ar­ 
rested, almost frozen to death, and bleeding 
from wounds indicted the night before. 
The swamp is guarded on the land side by 
officers, and as the Savannah is swollen 
above its banks Garvin cannot escape, but 
will probably be frozen to death.

ing a few days Mrs. Whittiesav sum­ 
moned 
her husband 
to her side and 
informed him that she did not love him and 
that she had married him in a fit of jealous 
rage, urging him to retain an attorney and 
institute proceedings 
for divorce. 
She 
assured him that she would pay 
all 
expenses, aud present him with a hand­ 
some sum besides. 
Whettlesey, the for­ 
mer servant, refused to

other points. Furnace D was fired up. The 
furnace men say that only two men have 
signed the scale; that furnace 1) was fired 
up, but that no metal was or can be run, 
and that no “scabs” cam work at Braddock.

What Has Been Going On in 
Congress. 


Speaker Carlisle Appoints Committees— 


Tile Usual Grumbling Follows. 


The Silver Question—Call for Tariff 
Revision. 


The Congress of tho United States, hav­ 
ing found it necessary to take a Christmas 
recess in order to get over the intense 
fatigues incident to reorganization, came 
back to duty at Washington last week in a 
healthy frame of mind for legislation, if it 
be possible to judge from the number of 
bills which were introduced to the House. 
Nothnig could be a more gratifying evi­ 
dence of the industry of the nation’s legis­ 
lators than this tremendous lay-out of work. 
But very few of these bills will be seriously 
considered by the legislators; many of 
them are for buncombe, and many more 
will be slaughtered. 
It is expected that 
the legislative mills will be in fair grinding 
order by the end of next week. 
The 
Senate was the 
first 
to S£]t*e 
fairly down to work, and Mr Hoar of Mas­ 
sachusetts on Tuesday led the way by in­ 
troducing in that body a resolution desiring 
the President to take steps to amend the 
extradition laws with Canalla so as to cover 
breaches of trust in eases of embezzlement. 
The House, having received 790 bills as 
the offering of its members, waited on 
Tuesday to hear Speaker Carlisle give out 
his list of committees. Contrary to expec­ 
tation the names were not given, the 
speaker being too much exhausted by his 
previous night’s efforts to fit the right men 
into the respective positions, or in attempt­ 
ing to satisfy those who imagined that they 
had “claims” on some position. 
In the Senate, on Wednesday. Mr. Hale 
of Maine relieved his mind of mo feelings 
which had oppressed It, in regard to the 
appointment of Demo" ratio postmasters 
iii Maine, through the influence of Mr. S. 
8. Brown, the chairman of the Maine State 
Democratic Committee. Mr. Hale seemed 
to be doubtful whether these postmasters 
had been turned 
in 
and Republicans 
turned out, in accordance with tho precepts 
of civil service reform. Mr. Vest of Mis­ 
souri thought that Mr. Hale’s talk was 
“political cant” ; Mr. Voorhees of Indiana 
thought it was rough on the Republican 
postmasters, but cheerfully added 
that 
they would get used to it in tune, as the 
Democrats had. 
Mr. Vest again remarked 
that the President had done his duty in 
the m atter conscientiously, and the com­ 
munication on which Mr. Hale had based 
his "few feeble rem arks” was referred to 
tile committee on civil service reform. 
Senator Gray of Delaw are called up the 
resolution of Senator Beck of Kentucky 
regarding the payment of customs duties 
in coin, etc., which involved the "silver 
question,” and gave Mr. Gray an opportu­ 
nity to unload himself of a speech against 
the 
proposition to make silver a legal 
equivalent, for gold. It was Mr. Gray’s first 
speech. Senator McPherson of New Jer­ 
sey followed in the same way. The Ken­ 
tucky Scotchman, Beck, said very iittle. 
T he U tah Bill 
of Mr. Edmunds was brought up, on the 
amendment of Mr. Hoar to omit the clause 
disfranchising the Mormon women. The 
amendment was lost. Mr. Van Wyck of 
Nebraska wanted officers of tho army to 
attend to Utah. Mr. Teller of Colorado had 
a good w'ord to say for Mormons. Polygamy 
had been kept alive by our persecution of 
it. Mormons had their faults, but before 
the

came 
Salt 
Lake 
City 
had not a gambling den. a grog shop or a 
house of prostitution in its limits. 
He 
thought the measure too severe. 
Mr. Ed­ 
munds didn’t, aud he wanted the Senate to 
push things through and get the bill set­ 
tled, hut trie Senate didn’t see it. aud after 
Mr. Blair of New Hampshire had brought 
iii a bill to establish common schools it 
adjourned. 
The House was still waiting on Wednes­ 
day for the speaker to appoint his commit­ 
tees, and did very little else but grumble at 
the delay and speculate on the outcome of 
Mr. Carlisle's very deliberate proceedings. 
Among other subjects introduced was a 
resolution by Mr. O’Neill of Pennsylvania, 
protesting against any tariff tinkering. 
Coming from the regiou of half-starved 
miners, for whom Mr. Carnegie is preparing 
buckshot. Mr. O’Neill dreaded the “pauper 
labor” of Europe^ 
On Thursday the speaker was delivered 
of the committees, and tho positions at once 
suggested the usual wrangle as to right 
and title to place. It is always the peculiar 
province of speakers of legislative bodies, 
and others w h o have the appointing power, 
to do the things they ought not to hare 
done and to leave undone the things they 
ought to have done; and so. except to 
chronicle the fact that Speaker Carlisle has 
committed the usual sins of appointment 
and non-anpointmeut, it is hardly worth 
dwelling on it.

Changes in the French Government 
—Spain’s Scourge. 


The principal question, and one which 
still affords the politicians, and tho wiso 
men generally, Urn greatest opportunities 
for the display of their special wit, is the 
Irish home problem. Nothing is more re­ 
markable than the reticence of really re­ 
sponsible men on tho subject, and the 
wholesale tic od of cheap speculation com­ 
ing from those who know nothing, but 
guess 
a 
good 
deal, 
in the hope of 
hitting the mark some way or other. 
The latest speculations are that the idea of 
homo rule, such as Mr. Parnell desires, has 
only entered the heads of British statesmen 
in order to be promptly rejected The other 
schemes are many, from the local council’s 
idea, to one which embodies Mr. Parnell's 
original plan OI buying out the landlords of 
lrelaud, and abolishing the castle govern­ 
ment giving a modified home rule, which 
will keep Ireland under the control of the 
British Parliament as far as great economic 
or imperial questions are concerned. 
in Hie meantime the land agitation lias 
spread to Wales. There is a prospect of a 
movement in favor of land reform in the 
principality which will tax the statesman­ 
ship of tho best men of either political 
party, 
and 
this 
with 
the 
crofter 
agitation 
in 
Scotland, 
and 
the 
gen­ 
eral question of the land in England 
will generate a big problem with which 
this or some early Parliament will grapple. 
The question, however, will not be compli­ 
cated, as in the case ot Ireland, bv a desire 
for separation, and will not be mixed up 
with treason or outrages. Within the lilies 
of constitutional agitation, however, it will 
bo as severe in its wray as the Irish land 
matter. 
In Ireland there are just now occurring 
some especially severe cases of privation, 
which are exceptional, and cannot be laid, 
directly or indirectly, to the land question. 
The islands off the western coast of Ireland 
are suffering severely. Tho small farmers 
and fishermen of Achill ar*1 reported to be 
iii very desperate straits. Tho potato crop 
has been a failure, the fishing has been un­ 
productive and the inhabitants are starv­ 
ing. A Cable New s correspondent, who has 
been especially sent to investigate, reports 
the 
Necessity for Im m ediate H elp 
to save Hie people from starvation. There 
is, of course, the usual twaddle about tho 
haH-hearted castle authorities, who are 
said to have replied to the stories of dis 
tress by recommending Hie poorhouse, and* 
the noble independence of the islanders, 
who prefer to starve. The truth probably 
is that tho officials have no ready means to 
hand, and that as in all such cases private 
benevolence must step in to assist tho un­ 
fortunate people. 
Borne of the tenantry' on the estates of 
Earl Kenmore have been evicted for non­ 
payment of rent. The Irish farmer is be­ 
tween “the devil and the deep sea.” lf he 
nays tho rent he is likely to lie boycotted; if 
he doesn’t pay his rent ho will surely lie 
evicted. And as in many instances the rent 
is placed in a savings bank, waiting the 
issue of tim contest between boycotting 
and eviction, it is a little questionable 
which end the sympathy should corno in. 
One thing is certain, there are lively times 
ahead for both landlord and tenant. Tho 
Loyalists are pushing things, and are deter­ 
mined to act on tho principle of supporting 
the landlords. The League is just as deter­ 
mined to support tho non-payment of rout, 
or only in such proportion as it deems fair 
and right, without consulting the landlord 
in tire matter.

Iii Egypt while there has been no fight­ 
ing of any importance, the position of tho 
Britixb-Egyptian army on the frontier Is 
one which will be likely lo be the scene of 
some rough tvork, A grave trouble is the 
complication, and trouble growing up be­ 
tween England and France on this very 
question. A French newspaper published 
in

between 
the 
English 
and 
Egyptians, 
'the 
paper 
was sup­ 
pressed 
by the 
Egyptian government, 
and when France undertook to kick at this 
Mr. Gladstone’s government, instead of 
backing up tho Egyptian authorities, a1- 
lowed I1 ranee to insist on tho restoration of 
the paper, which has lately become more 
bitter than ever. 
Now Lord Salisbury 
is reported to

will insist on the suppression ol this paper. 
While all the world has been invited to 
witness the row between England and 
Russia, the gravest danger of war has been 
between England and Franoe, both on ac­ 
count of Burmah aud of Egypt 
The French government has changed 
hands daring the past week, und M. de 
Freycinet has formed a now cabinet, which 
will not materially differ in outside politics 
from the one it supplanted. There are 
many and grave questions to he settled be­ 
tween France and her neighbors, but the 
freatest is that hettvoen her and Great 
ritaiu, and it, will depend upon the com­ 
ing Parliament to determine whether Mr. 
Gladstone or Lord Salisbury will have the 
settling of it. 
A great storm sw ept over England on 
Thursday. Snow has fallen in great quan­ 
tities. und as the people in the so uUj of 
England are not used to handling it, the 
streets of Loudon have been m a pretty bad 
condition. 
Matters are still quiet along the Balkans, 
while the diplomats are hard at work try­ 
ing to fix up the Servian-Bulgariun Deuce 
treaty. Tim trouble to the peace of Turkey 
lies now in the attitude of Greece, aud this 
is of no particular importance unless Greece 
is backed up by a powerful nation. There 
is a large force of 
T roops of B oth Nations 
on the frontier, but no trouble has taken 
place. Indeed, the troops are said to fra­ 
ternize with each other. Turkey has, how­ 
ever, intimated by tho presence of a fleet on 
the Grecian coast that a hostile movement 
on the part of Greece will bo followed by 
prompt action on the part of the Turkish 
admiral. 
'I lie cholera in Spain, which used to bo a 
common article of news,has not boon heard 
from lately. This is more because people 
were tired of it than because the cholera 
had ceased, for the disease is alarmingly 
prevalent still in Southern Spain, and Hie 
deaths arc numbered by thousands weekly. 
Prince Charles of Monaco, a little prin­ 
cipality off the Italian coast, whioh has a 
claim to be distinguished by being the only 
gambling den in europe, and having no 
other attraction, bas been galvanized into 
public life by the news that Prince Charles 
has expelled Hie Jesuits. Possibly he used 
his entire army (of six) in the operation. 
The agreement between England and 
Spain as to the Caroline Islands has been 
signed.

All his subjects have since 
signed a petition etnploring him to rescind 
the order, but the prince is obdurate.

L o n d o n , January 11 ,—Cousiderabic ex­ 
citement was created here this morning by 
the receipt of advices to the effect that the 
commander of the German war ship Alba­ 
tross, cruising in the Pacific, had lauded

Apia, 
tho 
capital of the 
Samoa Islands, situated on the principal 
island of the group, and formally seized 
tho islands in Hie name of the German em­ 
pire. Tne advices state that the King and 
chiefs vehemently protested, but they were 
openly rebuked and insulted, aud. fearing 
violence, fled inland. The German consul 
at once hauled down the Samoan flag. The 
Samoans threaten war. Both the American 
and British consuls protested against tho 
seizure at the time. 
These islands, called Navigators’ Islands, 
are situated in the Southern Pacific, in lati- I 
tude 15° south and longitude 172° west. 
Although governed by independent native 
chiefs, they have long been supposed to be 
nominally under English control, and it is 
next to a certainty that Hie government 
will interfere. 


C able Notes. 
The Czar’s project of a Russo-Danish mer­ 
chant shipping company is about to be 
realized. The company will have a capital 
of 7,000,000 roubles, and a fleet of from 
thirty to forty iron and steel vessels. The 
T easels will be built at Copenhagen, and 
will bo convertible into transports aud meti- 
of-war, if needed. 
General Bazaine, ex-tnarshal of France, 
who is living in Madrid, is enduring great 
privation, and charitable appeals are being 
made to his old comrades in his bebait, 
Several English generals have contributed 
to a fund that has been started for the 
benefit of the ex-marshal.

000 to be presented under the recent call, 
will pass.

arguments of tho silver men is to try their 
experiment to tho utm ost Representative 
McConias of Maryland, who has boon giv­ 
ing much attention to this matter, says ho 
will bo delighted to have Hie opportunity 
to vote for the repeal of silver coinage, but 
he knows it cannot be accomplished at tins 
session of Congress, nor, he tears, for some 
time to come. In his belief the country-is 
in such good condition, and all its indus­ 
tries are sn prosi*erous, that no financial dis­ 
tress is likely to come upon tis, unless tho 
treasury should deliberately precipitate 
one. 
He viows with much favor the sugges­ 
tion that tho treasury shall adopt the rule 
of paying off to members of Congress every 
portion of their comj>eiisation in silver dol­ 
lars, and while it would be a great incon­ 
venience. he would he perfectly willing to 
lug around every mouth his four hundred 
and odd silver dollars for the good which he 
would auticipate to follow.

Christmas week to the people of Clinton. 
Mass., was not a particularly nierrv time 
The national hank of the little town, is 
which were deposited the earnings or the 
surplus cash of many of its citizens, had 
been despoiled by trusted officials; its presi­ 
dent was a fugitive, who, in his haste to re­ 
tire, had managed to fill his gripsack with 
about $150,000 worth of cash and securities. 
1’resident McNeil was a busy man. 
Not 
only was he the chief official of th* bank, 
but he had .several other irons in Hie tire. 
He w as interested in the Rutland Marble 
Company of Vermont,and had an eye to the 
cattle business in the West, while many en­ 
terprises nearer home shared the advan­ 
tages of his fostering care. In some of these 
there is no doubt that 1'resident McNeil had 
been severely bitten. Too many iron# in 
the tire had resulted, as it often does in Hie 
busy workman bnminjr his fingers, and 
from all accounts McNeil hands are pretty 
severely scorched, as are also those of his 
friends. It was generally reasoned that 
McNeil had gone off to Canada, aud there 
at first seemed little hope of the recovery 
of 
any 
of 
the 
money 
with 
which 
it was believed 
McNeil 
was enjoying 
himself iii tho Alsatia of the Dominion. 
Later developments of the story, however, 
tend to throw doubt upon the Canada.story, 
and seem to hint at m urder or suicide, with 
the second theory as the most improbable. 
All tho elements of a successful romance 
are contained in the story', as it has been re. 
vealed piece by piece in the columns of the 
daily papers, and they are worth noting. A 
prosperous financier, whose knowledge of 
business affairs commands the attention, 
and whose success (apparent or real) won 
tho ready respect of thrifty people who 
seek to make one

other; a man whose 
fatherly 
intel e t 
in 
business 
concerns

thousands of his neighbor’s 
dollars; 
a 
period of flush times, followed by hints or 
trouble; 
R uukIi Times for the Klouneiert 
more or loss shady schemes to main 
tain his credit; borrowing 
from Pete) 
to pay Paul; and then, when the end was 
reached, a midnight raid on the bank by 
the trusted official, with tha connivance 
and assistance of his subordinates; a flight 
tq another State; a mysterious disappear­ 
ance ; the finding of the plunder on a lonely 
hillside; Hie arrest, of two parties, and the 
probability that tho chief mover — the 
trusted financier—has been foully dealt 
with; all these elements, with the added 
melodramatic features of detectives’ work 
and the rattling of prison keys, combine to 
make up the elements for a first-class ro­ 
mance. Public gossip has been thrown in. 
also,to make the story sensational,and hints 
that many more people, at present “highly 
respectable,” are to be involved, are freely 
given. Two men, under arrest, the cashier 
of the defunct bank and the treasurer of 
the marble company, are almost objects of 
sympathy at tile present time, it being 
claimed that McNeil used them as tools 
and left them floundering and helpless in 
the mire in which he had led them. 
Mr. W. R. Batchehier of Lowell, one of 
the directors of Hie Lancaster bank, says 
that 
the comptroller of 
the national 
hanks at Washington pointedly called at­ 
tention early in December to the fact that 
business at the bank was not conducted in 
a satisfactory fashion, and intimating that 
Mr. McNeil’s "outside speculations” were 
at tho bottom of Hie trouble. A committee 
of directors was appointed, and after a close 
investigation a meeting was called for De­ 
cember 31. Mr. McNeil, evidently know­ 
ing what he had to expect, determined on 
flight. He had been staying at tho house of 
Mr. Batchelder iii 
Lowell, having been 
hurt in a railway collision on December 2d. 
Mr. Batchelder says that McNeil claimed to 
be badly hurt, and that he was in bed. In 
bod the directors expected to find him after 
the return of tho investigaHng committee 
from Washington, but it appears that Mc­ 
Neil suddenly recovered aud decamped 
A fter the Coast W as Clear. 
The robbery of the bank occurred on Tues­ 
day, December 29. No notice was given of 
this affair, which occurred before K o’clock 
on Friday, unHl Wednesday afternoon, 
though 
the cashier noticed 
something 
wrong in Hie morning. 
The cashier said that a messenger had 
called at tho bank for some bank papers 
hearing a written order from President Mo- 
Nod. These were given to him by the 
cashier. The same messenger wits recog­ 
nized as the man who had called on McNeil 
while he lay sick at Mr. Batcholder’s house. 
Acting on this hint detectives were put 
on the case, and the upshot of their labors 
was tho arrest of Joseph Veo, treasurer of 
the marble company, at his home in Rut­ 
land. Veo at first stoutly denied that he 
ever had any connecHon with McNeil ex­ 
cept in a subordinate capacity at the 
marble quarry. Veo was taken to Clinton, 
arraigned aud held in $10,(WH) for future 
examination. Henry Forrester, the cashier 
of tho Lancaster bank, and Dr. Nelson cf 
Lowell were also arrested, the former 
being held in the same amount as Veo; the 
latter is too ill to leave his house aud has 
not vet been arraigned. 
The effect of one night’s confinement in 
jail was to unloose Veo’s tongue. He ad­ 
mitted that he had been the companion of 
McNeil; that he assisted him in carrying 
the booty, which was taken from Hie bank 
at the time of the midnight visit, a few 
hours prior to the closing of the doors. 
Detectives immediately started for Rut­ 
land. bearing a confidential letter from Veo 
to the bookkeeper of the Kuuand Marble 
Company, named Barnum, and the latter at 
once disclosed the place where the stolen 
money, securities, etc., were hidden. In a 
bolo between a couple of rooks, IOO feet ap 
the hill from the office of the company, 
W ere the Two Satchels. 
In them Uiere was found $35,000 in crap 
bank notes, fresh from the I-ancaster's 
issue, aud other currency aud notes, stocks, 
bonds und other securiUes, of the nominal 
value of about HOO,OGU This comprised 
nearly all the plunder originally taken 
from the Lancaster bank, except about 
$900 in gold. which McNeil had upou 
Ids person at the time of his flight. 
The clerk of the marble company said 
that when Veo hid the valises on the hill­ 
side Dr. Nelson of Lowell was with him. 
Tho clerk b ru m e suspicious that the va­ 
lises contained part of the bank’s funds as 
soon 
as 
he 
learned of 
Veo’s arrest, 
but he concluded to wait a day or two 
before saying 
anything about it. 
He 
also says that on Thursday afternoon Dr. 
Nelson’s wife called on him with a note 
from Dr. Nelson which requested him to 
meet tho latter at a lonely spot several 
miles from hero on the Pittsford road, 
al IO o’clock Friday night, and to bring with 
him 
the 
two 
satchels 
hidden 
on 
Hie hillside. 
At first the clerk resolved 
that he would do this, but a little thought 
convinced him that be wonld probably be 
led into complicity in some crime, and he 
failed to meet the appointment. 
The parties under arrest are thus seen to 
be the cashier of the bank, Henry Forres­ 
ter; Joseph Veo. treasurer; Dr. Nelson of 
Lowell, president of the Rutland Marble 
Company. Considerable talk exists as to 
the whereabouts of McNeil. If he is in Can- 
ada his private papers are in one of the 
satchels. His wile believes hun dead, and 
so do a great many others whose interest in 
him is of a far less friendly sort, 
Mr. Bktohelder, tho investigating direo 
tor with the detectives and others, inter 
viewed Veo and obtained from him a de 
tailed story of the robbery. The mons) 
was brought to Boston, from which city 
McNeil and Veo took the train to Rutland. 
At that place, it is alleged, McNeil took 
some money out of the satchel, and explain­ 
ing that he was going to St, Al Pans and per­ 
haps “farther north,” left him and has not 
been seen since. There is yet plenty of op

The earth upon w hich we live is divided 
into two classes of substances, which are 
denom inated organ ic and inorganic. The 
first class em braces ail such bodies as have 
resulted from life. w hether in the anim al 
or vegetable kingdom s. The second, all 
such bodies as have Abt resulted from life, 
as well a s those rem ains of anim al or 
vegetable life as have been reverted by the 
process of decom position to a m ineral form. 
All plants are com posed also of two classes 
o f su bstan ces—the first, com bustible and 
volatile, and which, when subjected to a 
certain degree of heat, disappears in an in­ 
visible or gaseous state ; the second, incom ­ 
bustible and fixed, bein g the portion that 
rem ains after tieing subjected to h eat as 
above indicated. T h ese tw o are also de 
nom inated 
organ ic 
au d 
in organ ic; 
or­ 
ganic, 
because those 
substances! which 
are vital to the grow th and organ iza­ 
tion of 
plants 
or an im als are largely 
com bustible, and the bases are incom ­ 
bustible. 
But 
in

organization 
of 
plants 
Doth 
classes m ust be taken into consideration. 
sud it is only in a com paratively lim ­ 
ited sense th at any portion is called inor­ 
ganic for the reason of the very sm all per­ 
centage o f ash or inorganic substan ce that 
rem ains after being consum ed.

•lid inorganic parts can easily be distin- 
{ stalled from each oilier in the follow ing 
m anner:

2. The organ ic decom pose under the in- 
H uenceof w arm th and m oisture, but tile 
uorganic retain 
their distin ctive ch ar­ 
e te r .

The organic or volatile part of p lan ts con­ 
stitutes very nearly 95 per c e n t of tile

sm all 
quantities 
of 
sulphur 
and 
phosphorous. 
The inorganic are chiefly 
phosphorous, sulphur, silicon, chlorine, i»o- 
tassium , sodium , calcium , m agn esium , iron 
and m an ganese, with very sm all quantities 
of carbon, oxygen and nitrogen. 
These 
constitute the principal elem ents of any im ­ 
portance in connection with agricu lture, 
and varies in the am ount actu ally found in 
plan ts accordin g to age. season in which 
they grow, and the general ch aracter ot the 
p la n t; but an approxim ation to a general 
average is obtained by an average o f differ­ 
ent estim ates.

Tile proxim ate prin­ 
ciples are divided into album inoids, carbo­ 
hydrates. vegetable acidB, vegetable oils, 
alk alo id s and coloring m atter. Carbo-hy­ 
drates tak e their nam e from the elem ents 
C arlto n , hydrogen and oxygen, of which 
they are com posed, and are subdivided into 
woody fibre, starch , sugar, gum s and jellies, 
a ll of which are objects of interest to agri­ 
cultu rists. 
The 
principal constituent of 
w oody fibre is cellulose, w hich form s a 
g reater portion of all vegetable structure, 
servin g as to e fram ew ork, and especially of 
the cell w alls.

W oody fibre also has a m ore solid and 
com pact elem ent than cellulose because it 
con tains m ore carbon, aud is called livnin- 
t-tarrh, is abun dan t in m any vegetables, 
and especially so in seeds and tubers; it is 
iound also in cell w alls and very m inute 
grains. 
Starch is a very im portant ingre­ 
dien t of food for both m an and dom estic 
an im als, being dissolved by saliv a at blood 
h eat and converted into sugar.

Valuable Information About Marl. 
A ll farm ers do not recognize m arl when 
they sec it, and m any who know this m ate­ 
rial by sig h t are ignorant of its value and 
uses. 
In reply to inquiries regardin g this 
su bject. P rofessor R. C. K edzie, in a bulle­ 
tin from th# ch em ical departm ent of the 
A gricu ltu ral C ollege of 
M ichigan, gives 
som e v alu ab le inform ation of general inter­ 
est. w hich is here presented in condensed 
form . 
M arl is often found at the bottom of m uck 
\ * d s and shallow ponds, in layers of vary­ 
ing thickness, of a w hite or yellow ish v bite 
m aterial. 
It consists of carbonate of lim e, 
carbonate of m agn esia, som etim es a sm all 
am ount of phosphate of lim e, som e oxide 
of iron and a v ariable am ount of clay aud 
land. 
T h e valu e of m arl depends alm ost entirely 
upon the am ount of lim e and m agnesia it 
contains, awd its value is dim inished in pro­ 
portion to the am ount of clay and sand 
present. 
It therefore happens that som e 
m arls are alm ost w orthless as fertilizers, 
w hile others are quite valuable. Now, lime 
and m agn esia are found in m arl, m ainly in 
’.he form of carbonates. 
T h erefore,.a test 
or a carbon*:to in such cases is to pour oil 
he m aterial som e strong a; id, aud if a car­ 
bonate is present it will loam up when viue- 
gar is poured over it: only the ofTerves- 
•eice w ith m arl is slow er, because tile m arl 
s less soluble than soda. 
If the m aterial 
j.H-s not foam when an arid is added it is 
jo t m arl. but probably a clay. 
A good w ay lo determ ine the quality and 
v alu e of a m arl is to determ ine how m uch 
of the m aterial is soluble in com m on m ini- 
uti# ach! 
T h is can he procured iii tiny dru g 
Horn, and ou gh t not to cost m ore than ten 
■cuts a iKnijiu. 
One lanm d of the acid will 
be enough to test three or four specim ens of 
marl. 
M ix the acid w ith one au art of rain ­ 
w ater and put th is in a bottle for use. T ake 
j tablespoon ful ct the m aterial sup nos d to 
bp m arl, put th is in a large g lass or earthen 
vessel la voiding m etallic dishes), and slowly 
pour over the m aterial a half-teacupful of 
tlie dilute m u riatic arid. 
lf it is a mai l. 
Hie effervescence w ill show this fa c t; if it 
ail dissolves, leavin g no residue, or but 
little, at Ute Iwitmii of the vessel, it is m ar! 
jl good quality. 
Ii but little is dissolved, 
iu d a large residue is left at toe bottom of 
lie dish. ii isn t in ferior quality. 
A popular and sim ple test to distin guish 
act ween m arl and d a y is m ade by placing 


s lum p o f tho m aterial in a basin of w ater 
and leavin g it undisturbed for a short tim e 
lf it is m arl, it w ill crum ble down into * 
diffuse m ass, but if clay it w ill be little 
changed. 
* 
To tile farm er m arl is of value m ainly as 
a fertilizer. 
When found on or near tim 
farm , it is the cheapest form in which lim o 
can be applied to the soil, and exerts all the 
beneficial influences of lim e, lint iii a m ilder 
degree than cau stic lim e. - W hen m ixed 
with the soil, m arl destroys tho acid com l! 
tion in any soil, decom poses the sulphate of 
iron which is som etim es 
present, 
and 
affords the alkalin e condition iii soils so 
necessary for nitrification and preparation 
of plant food. 
. 
Light, sandy soils, contain ing a fair sup­ 
ply of vegetable m atter, and when the de­ 
com position of hum us is slow'—soils that run 
to m oss and hunch grass, soils so open ami 
I>orous that tile physical state of the soil 
preven t* fru itfu ln ess—all such soils are 
benefited by a dressin g of m arl, 
(so also 
where the excess of vegetable m atter pre­ 
vents successful cropping will a dressin g of 
fifty to seventy-five bushels of m arl to the 
acre greatly benefit the crops and am elio­ 
rate the soil. 
„ 
. . . 
To secure the benefits of m arl it requires 
to be on or n ear Hie surface. 
lo do the 
m ost good m arl needs to bo finely pulver­ 
ized, and to be m ixed with the surface soil. 
To secure this fineness of_division no agen t 
is so good as frost. 
If it is thrown on the 
surface of the ground and left all w inter to 
Hie sp littin g w edge of frost, it will lie 
found in the spring as m ellow as an ash 
heap, and can then easily and uniform ly he 
spread upon the field. G rass lauds, w hether 
in p astu reo r m eadow, can t Ii us be benefited 
by a Burlace dressin g of m arl. 
If two or 
three bushels of com mon salt are spread on 
each acre with the m arl the benefit is usu­ 
ally greater. 
Indeed, the com bination of 
m u rlan d salt is usually found to be bene­ 
ficial. 
, 
. . . 
t)n grass lands the m arl m av tie appl iou 
at any season when we are sure that frosts 
will follow, so as to m ellow and break up 
Hie clods. 
If it becom es dry and hard W ilh­ 
o it freezing it m ay rem ain iii lum ps and ne 
of very little benefit- 
In grain crops the 
finely divided m arl exerts m ost benefit if 
applied ju st before seeding. 
Soils entirely destitute of vegetable m at­ 
ter w ill probably derive little benefit from 
m ar). 
On heavy clay soils m arl will be less 
beneficial,unless used in so large an am ount 
as to ch ange the physical properties of the 
soil. 
Th e expense of transporting so large 
an am ount of m aterial as will be required 
to alter the physical properties of the soil, 
even when the d istan ce is short, is too great 
for the region of cheap lan ds and high 


The inquiry has been m ade about the 
value of powdered lim estone for m anure, lf 
the i.tnestone is as finely 
pulverized as 
m arl it will be as valuable for m anure. 
In 
theso days of cheap fuel the least expen­ 
sive way to grind the lim estone to dust is 
to hum it into caustic lim e, and when this 
slak es in water, or, better still, air-slakes. 
by tak in g up w ater and carbonic acid from 
tim air. the pulverization is m ost com plete. 
and the m aterial is in tb»> best condition to 
Ihi applied to the soil. The dose of m arl to 
the acre is from thirty to IOO bushels. 
For 
arable soils and ligh t lan d s thirty bushels 
will do. 
On lands h avin g a large excess of 
vegetable m atter, as in m uck bet.s. Hie 
larger dose is desirable. There is litt.e 
dan ger of in jurin g the soil bv a heavy dose 
of m arl, w hereas an excessive dose of caus­ 
tic lim e m ay produce lastin g injury,

T o m a to e s an d M elo n s fo r M ark et. 
T om atoes w ill alw ays be a profitable 
m arket-garden crop, but. like sw eet corn. 
the greatest return will com e from the 
earliest and latest, as in Hie height of the 
season tile m ark et is in variably glutted. 
For the early crop, seed should be sown 
tinder g la cs in February. A very sm all sash 
w ill suffice to start a large num ber, as sev­ 
eral hundred can he grow n to tho square 
foot large enough to prick out in Hie hotbed, 
nut be sure to have the beds into w hich to 
tran splan t them ready in tim e. and trans­ 
plant prom ptly, as w hen large enough to l»e- 
gin to crowd each oth era very lew days will 
cause them to spindle. 
Iii from three to 
four w eeks from sowdug they will be ready 
to prick out, and m ay be set three in d ies 
a p a r t each way. 
A bed four feet by ten 
w ill hold about 690 plants. 
T iter will need 
daily attention, and the g la ss should lie re­ 
m oved on all warm davs so a 9 to harden 
them as m uch as |*ossible, and when again 
beginning to crow d, tran splan t into larger 
fram es and set them a foot apart. 
No m a­ 
n u r e - to produce heat—or g lass w ill be re­ 
quired for these fram es, but they should be 
banked up around the outside, and lioards 
provided to cover them when there ta dan­ 
ger of frost. 
Th e plants can stand in this 
bed until settled w arm w eather, apd should 
blossom and have fruit set on them before 
going to tile open ground 
A few hours lielore tran splan ting w ater 
thoroughly, and as the previous transplant- 
lu gs have caused a m ass of fibrous roots 
they cah be taken up with a large ball of 
earth so th at they w ill not w ilt, and scarce­ 
ly be checked in their grow th, 
lf handled 
w isely the plan ts m ay have ripe fruit bv 
Ju ly 4 , and it should be abundant before 
A ugust. 
I am speaking for my own lati­ 
tude, thirty m iles north of Cincinnati, hut 
as the readers of the Tribune ara in all lati­ 
tudes.

One 
gardener who raised several acres bought 
the refuse handles from a plough factory 
for stakes. 
A nother told m e that by this 
plan lie averaged one bushel of truit to a 
plant. 
For Hie late crop. seed cen he sown 
in the open ground in May ami transplan ted 
to land w hich has produced som e early 
crop 
The season m ay be prolonged som e 
w eeks by pullin g up the vines before frost 
and b a rg in g them in som e light, airy out­ 
building. or by putting them in the hot­ 
beds and cold-fram es with g lass over them . 
E very tiuck-grow er ought to save his own 
tom ato seed, from early ripened specim ens, 
and from p lants winch show only fair, 
sm ooth fruit. 
H ie plan of grow ing recoin- 
m ended above is suited to a m arket where 
high prices can he realized; when grow ing 
for the cann ing factories, where the crop is 
contracted for at 25 cents per bushel, it 
w ill not do to incur so great expense. 
Tile 
plants m ay be grown w ithout any tran s­ 
planting, 
aud 
need 
not 
he 
sown 
till Anni. Pome very ‘successful grow ers 
plant on quite thin land, usin g a . shovelful 
of hue m anure in the hill for each plant 
This gives the plant a thrifty start, and 
when the roots reach the poor soil it checks 
Hie growth of the plant and induces fruit­ 
fulness on the sam e principle as root-prun­ 
ing. 
Plant 4x5 feet apart, which gives 
nearly 2 2 0 0 hills to Hie acre. W hile a bushel 
to the plsuit is a possibility, ofie-fourth of 
this is easily attain able, and this will give 
over 560 bushels to the acre. 
As tom atoes 
are very Peavy to handle, I recom m end 
that eigh t rows be planted aud then two 
rows of an early variety of potatoes, which 
can be dug early enough so as to use the 
spaces for drives in gath erin g Hie tom atoes, 
I his m ay not st em a m atter of great im ­ 
portance to th " novice, but w ill be found a 
great sav in g of labor at a busy tim e. 
N utm eg m usk melons will rarely fail to 
prove profitable. There is little danger of 
m aking tile land too rich, and I recoin mend 
teat a neavy coat of m anure lie ploughed 
under, and that they also be m anured in 
the hill, 
A two-tlnrds crop of early pota­ 
toes m ay be grow n oil the land with no 
detrim ent at all to the m elons. Lay off the 
rows so as to have a tive-foot space for the 
melons, and then have two rows of nota toes 
two and a h alf feet a p a rt 
Furrow quite 
shallow for th em elo u sso asto rai.se the hills 
a few in d ies above the level, as they will 
be w arm er and less likely to pack by the 
rains, 
lf your land is clayey it will pay to 
cover with sand, as but a sm all quantity 
will be needed, and the seed w ill com e up 
easier through sand than through heavy 
clay. 
N utm egs w ill 
hear m uch earlier 
planting than w aterm elons, and there is 
m uch less dan ger of their being destroyed 
by bugs. Ju st as soon as they show above 
the ground go over them am i loosen the 
bills a little and dust the plants with w heat 
bran or gritty turnpike d u st; use it freely, 
and pile a little of it round the stem s of Hie 
plants. 
I have generally used bran, but Mr. L. L. 
I-angstrotu recom m ends the d u st 
It will 
pay to go over the plants three tim es a 
week until they get a thrifty start, as this 
is tile critical 
tim e with them . 
When 
large enough so that tile hoe eau be used, 
apply a handful of silted hen m anure to 
each hill and hoe it into the soil. The cul­ 
tivator should be used twice a w ee k until 
they cover the ground, but it is not wise to 
disturb the \ iues much and tile cultivation 
am ong them should be with a hoe and 
very shallow. 
With Hie rows seven ami a 
half feet apart, as ] recom m end, the hills 
m ay he three and a half, and this w ill give 
about lyon hills to the acre. 
If only five 
fruits to a hill m ature bo as to he m arket­ 
able, it tpukes 8000 m elons, which at three 
cents each will tiring *2 4 0 . which, added to 
the potatoes, will m ake an incom e that will 
justify a large outlay of labor aud m anure. 
As to varieties of tom atoes aud m elons, 
most gardeners have their prefe rences, ann 
some varieties are suited to one soil and 
some to another

P r e p a r in g P e r k . 
The hogs selected for your own consum p­ 
tion should be the most desirable tile herd 
can afford, 
bo far as w eight is concerned, 
tliis would take, in my opinion, hogs of from 
175 to 250 pounds weight. 
A bout 200 
pounds is the hest weight. T h is w eight 
gives pieces of good size, and also easily 
cured. 
'I he hogs should be m oderately 
n*t, but not as fat as hogs can tie m ade, 
th ere is such a thing as having too m uch 
adipose tissue, especially on a hog, ami a 
hoi; Ilia’, goes into your pork barrel. 
One 
Hung m ore: Do hot select for your own 
meat hogs that have been fattened on slops. 
It is a quite com mon practice to put tun 


hogs intended for home consum ption in a 
lien and fend the slops and scraps ironi the 
house. 
Meat so produced is never of the 


hest quality, and hogs so fed are rarely alto­ 
geth er healthy. 
The flesh is soft and ffaliby 
and lacks the palatable flavor of pork pro­ 
duced from clear water, sound corn, and 
w hat knick-knacks in the way of pum p­ 
kin s, potatoes, etc., are essential to the 
healthful condition of the swine. 
. 
In the preparation of the pork supply 
carin g the m eat is the most im portant part, 
and it is that part in which there is m ost 
often failure. 
Perhaps the parties would 
not cal! it a failure; hut a failure to have 
sw eet, jnley m eat any tim e during the year 
is a failure, and cannot be called by any 
other term . I frequently eat m eat th at has 
not "so u red " or “ tain ted" the least, and 
th at know s not what a "sk ip p er" is, but it 
lack s flavor and juiciness, an a I say som e­ 
body failed to cure it properly. 
L et m e tell 
you iiow I have cured pork for years, and 
alw ays with gratifyin g su ccess: 
As soon as tile carcasses have thoroughly 
cooled, th at is, give no sensation of w arm th 
when you press your thum b firmly a gain st 
the inside, lu ke them down and cut them 
up, being careful to do this, too, before they 
are frozen. At once rem ove ti e pieces to 
Hie cellar or som e building w here the tem ­ 
perature is a little above the freezing point, 
and lay them on boards and boxes. 
Do not 
lay one piece upon another. 
As yon put 
each piece in its place rub a handful of dry 
salt over the end of the bone, if there is the 
end of a bone in it. Lay the fiesh side up, 
and put a liberal sprinklin g of dry salt over 
It. So Jet it rem ain for tw enty-four hours. 
Then m ake a brine strong enough to sup­ 
p o r ts fresh egg, bringing a portion of the 
shell as large as a silver quarter above the 
surface. 
Now lay the pieces fiat (not on 
edge) in a barrel or hogshead (.the hogshead 
is the netter!, packin g them as closely as 
possible. 
As 
each 
laver is 
com pleted, 
sprin kle ju st enough dry salt over it to hide 
the m eat, and then put in another layer. 
W hen Hie barrel is alm ost full, w eight the 
pieces down and then pour in tho brine un­ 
til the m eat is covered. Leave thus for from 
four to six weeks, 
lf the hogs were very 
large, leave the m eat iii the urine for six 
wrecks, 
lf til# hogs weighed 2 0 0 pounds or 
less, four w eeks will be Tong enough. K eep 
where the tem perature is ju st above the 
freezing point, Do not put m olasses or salt­ 
petre, or any other d ru gs or spices, iii the 
brine. Th ese either destroy the flavor o f tile 
m eat, or substitute for it som e oilier flavor 
not so good. 
M ake Hie brine of salt and 
w ater, and of nothing else. 
W hen the m eat has been in the brine 
long enough, tak e it out and rinse it clean, 
anil then hang up to sm oke at once, 
lf you 
can get it. use hickory wood to sm oke with. 
The sm oke com m una ates som e of its llavor 
to the m eat, and the flavor of the sm oke is 
dependent upon tile wood. 
A s soon as the 
m eat has been sm oked enough, pack it in a 
hogshead or box, puttin g clean, dry hay be­ 
tween each layer. 
K eep it in a cool, dry 
nSace, and the m eat will keep well, per­ 
haps not so long as you anticipated, for you 
will find it so good th at you w ill eat it 
faster than you ate pork before.—[Indiana 
Fan n er. 


F e e d in g fo r E g g s in W inter. 
I believe it to be n atu ral for hens to lay 
during the whole year, with a little interval 
of rest at tile period of the m oultin g season, 
aud that, if given com fortable qu arters and 
proper care and attention, a supply of e g g s 
m ay be had durin g Hie w inter m onths as 
well as at any other season of the year. 
As 
I have been successful in so m an agin g as to 
have such supply, perhaps a few' words as 
to my m ode of feeding and carin g for my 
fow l? m ay be of interest to your roaders. 
It Will be observed, I have said "m ay as 
well be had during w in ter’’ ; notice I do not 
say as easily, for w ithout ex tra care and 
attention, few if any eggs need tie expected 
during 
the 
w inter 
m onths, 
but, 
as 
fresh eggs 
alw ays 
com m and 
so high 
price 
at 
this 
season, 
they 
will 
well repay the cai# and labor expended. 
My ben-house is an inexpen sive bu ilding 
of my own construction, tw elve feet long 
by seven feet in width, divided into two 
apartm ents, one five feet in length for roost­ 
ing. am i Hie other seven feet square for 
feeding aud n est boxes. 
It is a leau-to roof 
seven feet high at low er e d g e ; faces to the 
south with large w indow s iii front, and is 
m ade as warm as can conveniently be done 
by covering w ith clapboards, w ithout ceil­ 
ing or plastering inside. 
A w ann er build­ 
ing would no doubt be b e tter if properly 
ventilated, a s som e sav in g o f feed m igh t i e 
effected by the increased w arm iii in severe 
w eath er; tu t .os lite results from my flock 
of- tw enty-tw o hens kept in this building, 
sm all as it m ay seem for th at limn ber, tvere 
very satisfactory during Hi# past very severe 
winter, gettin g front ten to sixteen eggs 
daily. wnen for a w eek at once tire m er­ 
cury w as at or below- zero every day. I can 
safely say th at m ore room , or m ore w arm th, 
how ever desirable, are uot absolute essen­ 
tials to a m easure of success. I attribu te 
illy su ccess largely to tire m anner of feed­ 
ing and 1 are given, aud I w ill give a lew' 
sim ple directions bv w hich I believe any 
oil* mav have equal success. 
My fow ls are of the Plym outh 
Rock 
breed, though I believe tire care iias m ore 
to do witli success than the breed, 
I ieed 
c a d i m orning during cold w eather, w ith 
w arm, or rather hoi ieed. usually a m ixture 
of corn m eal end w heat m iddlings scalded 
tit sour m ilk, if I have it, if not. scald witn 
boiling w ater, poured 
upon 
the 
ureal. 
Som etim es I vary this with a feeding of 
corn, w heat or buckw heat roasted in the 
oven, by way of a change, in tire afternoon, 
give a feed ot whole grain of som e kind, 
takin g care to have as great variety of feed 
as is con ven ient 
From oue to three tim es each w eek. I aint 
to give a feeding of som e kind of green 
food, using for tit is purpose som e kind of 
j e a ta b le s, as refuse [rom ca 'bage. turnips, 
beets, etc., chopped finely w ith a chopping 
knife. A pples aud apple parin gs m ay also 
ba used ip tire sam e way. 
I believe tins 
question 
of 
green 
feed 
to 
be 
one 
of 
great im portance 
for 
tire 
produc­ 
tion of eggs in 
winter, and 
for hens 
th at are kept in confinem ent in sum m er, a 
daily feeding of w eeds from the garden, or 
som ething of that sort, w ill fie a great help, 
aud tire am ouht they will consum e would 
hardly he believed by one Who lias uot test­ 
ed it. 
An occasional feed of scraps of meat 
is necesi-ary during Wimer or in sum m er, if 
fow ls are kept shut up. but, if any kind of 
salt m eat is used, it should he thoroughly 
soaked and freshened, as liens will stand 
hut very little salt. 
I once lost a num ber of 
valu able fow ls by feedin g som e scraps of 
salt pork w ithout fresh ening sufficiently. 
K eep them supplied with plenty of shell- 
form ing m aterial, as pounded hopes, oyster 
and clam sh ells, etc. 
Give them good dust 
baths, aud supply with gravel w hen they 
have not access to the bare groun d; give 
plenty of good, fresh w ater and occasionally 
clean nest boxes by burning nut w ith straw 
or other light m aterial and scorch the roosts 
frequently with a torch m ad * of rags sat­ 
urated with kerosene, sprinkled w ith su l­ 
phur, aud in sects will not trouble you.

Crowing Sweet Potatoes. 
F arm ers should bear in uiiud th at this de­ 
licious vegetable can be grown at tire Nortli 
as well as at the South 
Perhaps not as 
successfu lly, but so that the average farm ­ 
er's fam ily m ay enjoy the lu xu ry of such 
sw eet potatoes. They will do best in a 
sandy loam , and should be planted on a 
good d ressin g of decom posed stable m a­ 
nure. 
We get som e good ideas regardin g 
th eir p lan tin g from tire Rural and W ork­ 
m an of A rkansas, which says tHat tho bot­ 
tom s o f Hie beds should be as hard as pos­ 
sible. 
From our own experience, h aving 
m ade the seed bed light, we can see why 
the plan su ggested is the proper oue to 
pursue. 
Iii ourow n practice the roots.having alm ost 
unlim ited extern iii which to develop them ­

p.uce a good quality of decom posed stable 
m anure in tire rows, tu rn in g two furrow s 
together over it, leavin g a level top in 
which the plants should be set about eigh t 
ecu inches apart, am i sufficiently ueep to 
reach tire m oisture. 
Tire earth should be 
carefully pressed abdut the roots so as to 
ensure their continued grow tin 
Another idea, w hich is su ggested iii the 
article referred to, is to break tire m iddle 
between tire rows, turn ing furrow s to the 
potato beds.

If all our farm ers w ere as successfu l 
tobacco raisers a s is Mr. A. E. S u ed of this 
city, w heat crops m igh t fail every year and 
still our country could be in a prosperous 
condition, for the "w eed " w ould bring in 
slreckels 
sufficient to purchase 
each 
and a ll 
plenty 
to eat and w ear. 
This 
year he has raised three crops of tobacco on 
ids sm all tract of land. 
Tire first cutting 
averaged 
three feet and tw o inches in 
len gth ; tire second, 
two feet foitr inches, 
and Hie 
third tw o feet. 
It w as a il well 
handled 
and 
cured, 
and only a sm all 
proportion 
w as lugs. 
Mr. 
tiuell 
works 
his laud well, tak es good cate of i», and 
consequently th e productions am ou nt to 
alm ost as m uch as do those of m any farm ­ 
ers who cu ltiv ate double tire ii urn tier of 
acres of land. T h is goes to prove that a 
little land w orked w ell is better titan a 
great deal not half w orked. 
How m any of 
our farm ers can sa y —as can Mr. Jsu e ll- 
that o u tin g tire past five years they raised 
eleven crops on the sam e lan d ? 
For In­ 
stance, d uring each of the first four years 
lie reaped a crop of Wheat and a crop of 
m illet, aud the fifth year the tlu e e crops 
of tobacco m entioned above, and ii# says 
his land is m ore fertile nojv than at the be­ 
gin ning of the five years.—[F ran k lin (Mo.)

Enriching Stable Manure. 
The ch aracter of m an ure as m ade in Hie 
barnyard and stable, even from til# sam e 
class of stock. Varies w idely in quality. 
Much is so poor th at it alone is enough to 
accou nt for tire iil-success of m any a farmer. 
W ith m any bu lk appears to h ave been the 
chief object sought, am i this has been se­ 
cured by ex trav agan t use of 
substances 
possessing 
very 
little 
m nnuriat value. 
.Straw, w lien rotted down, con tains few val­ 
uable elem ents of plant food. 
It is mainly 
carbon, w hich is probably not directly a 
m anure in tire soil. as plants can and usu­ 
ally do derive tire bulk of their carbona­ 
ceous m atter from the carbonic acid gas of 
the air. 
Ii does not follow that carbon ta of 
no value in the soil. 
It is of g reat value. 
It divides too com pact Solis, to n s to adm it 
air and light. 
It gives solidity to sand, en­ 
ablin g it to hold m anure? applied to it, a? 
w ell as to absorb and retain tnanurial ele­ 
m ents from the air. 
Y et it is very rare th at a farm er can afford 
to buy straw only to m ake into m anure. It 
is too bulky, am i costs too m uch to handle 
iii proportion to its value. 
E no u gh should 
be used in stab les to preven t w aste of liquid 
excrem ent of stock. 
But if m ore than this 
is used, it in volves too m uch labor to m ake 
it pay. T h is large bulk of m anure m akes a 
great show on fields, provided it is hauled 
out, but tire experience of 
farm ers With 
sm aller am ounts of com m ercial tertilizers 
proves that hulk alone is dot enough- When 
m anure is too hulky and too poor, it 1? ant 
to lie left in the barnyard from sh eer inabil­ 
ity to m ove it. 
And when m anure has to 
be rotted down in the barnyard, much of 
its effectiveness ta w asted, 
l ire better plan 
would seem to be not to put so m uch straw 
or other coarse m aterial in th# m anure as 
to m ake it too bulky. 
Th e elim ination of an excessiv e am ount 
of straw from tire m anure heap is not, how­ 
ever, the only th in g th at can be done to in­ 
crease its value. 
V\ ith som e know ledge of 
the com ponent parts of variou s feeds ii Is 
possible to greatly increase tire fertilizing 
value of the m anure. 
It is in tuts that sfcri- 
ous m istak es are usu ally m ade. 
We rely 
too exclu sively on corn as feed. 
It is excel­ 
lent to put on fat, but tire very reasons 
which unfit it to m ak e the bone aud flesh of 
grow ing an im als are again st it as a feed to 
m ake a valu able fertilizer. 
W hat most 
long-cultivated soils need is bone earth or 
phosphate of lim e. 
.Thin is furnished in 
larger proportion by other grain, and even 
by the bran and coarse feed from wheat. 
As the feedin g valu e cf bran is iie.tfiy or 
quite its cost, it is a good plan to enrich tire 
m anure heap by m ak in g it a large part of 
tire ration of stock not being fattened. 
If 
farm ers bad done tins 
tw enty or thirty 
years ago Urey w ould not now be obliged to 
restore exh au sted iertility by purchases of 
phosphate of lime. 
In parts of tire country w here cotton is 
grow n, cottoil-seed m eal is one of tire cheap­ 
est as well a s oue of tire best m eans of m ak­ 
ing ri~h m anure. 
Y ears ago the whole seed 
was com posted and used as manure. 
But 
with im proved processes lo rclean in go ff tne 
bu sks that envelop tire seed, h igiilj nutri­ 
tious m eal is m ade. It requ ites m ote care to 
prevent in jury to stock than any kind of 
grain m eal, yet an experienced feeder w ill 
m ix it wit ii w heat bran, and thus com bined 
it can do 110 h arm and w ill m ake richer m a­ 
nure than anyth ing else th at eau be fed.— 
[ C u l t i v a t o r . ______ 


Sm all Fruits. 
T h e im portance of grow in g sm all fru its 
can hardly be over-estim ated. 
The area de­ 
voted to th eir cu ltivation rapidly in creases 
each year. 
F arm ers are grad u ally gettin g 
out of the old ru ts of fan n in g. They are 
com pelled to ackn ow ledge th at there is 
m ore profit in devotin g a sm all area of tire 
farm to tho cu ltivation of sm all fruits than 
in grow in g largo fields of grain . G rain of 
all kinds can be grow n oil the broad prairies 
oi lire iar W est and shipped here very m uch 
cheaper th XU we can produce it 
In all of 
the older s ta te s tire farm ers are turning 
th eir attention tow ard som eth in g 
aside 
from grain grow in g for p rofit 
it is an im- 
possibility to com pete with W estern grain. 
This is a fact already too well know n, 
Fur 
a few years ju st af lot the close oi the rebel­ 
lion in 1805, there w as a good profit iii 
grain 
grow ing. 
A t 
tire 
present 
day 
they 
do 
not 
look 
for 
profit 
from 
th at source. 
In 
m any 
section s 
farm ­ 
ers 
have 
turned 
th eir 
attention 
to 
tobacco grow ing, in w hich there Is very 
little if any profit at tire present prices. 
M any h ave already turned (h eir attention 
to the < ultimation of sm all fruit?, and have 
found it profitable. 
It is not to be expected 
that all who e n g ig e in it w ill he successful, 
any m ore than th at every person will suc­ 
ceed in any other business. 
A m ajority of 
the failu res in any b u sin ess, result from 
attem ptin g to do too m uch, w ithout tho 
necessary m eans to carry it oil properly. 
T h is i? especially so in sm all fruit grow ing. 
I n call to m ind an instance of this k ad 
that occurred a few years ago. 
A person, 
who resided on a farm but a few m ill s Irom 
a city h aving an excellen t m arket foe sm all 
fruits, through the im portunity of a sm ooth­ 
tongued nursery agent, planted about one- 
b ali an a cle of a m uch-pratsed variety of 
straw berries, Tire ground w as well pre­ 
pared, an d the plan ts w ere set Out in good 
shape. 
A good beginnin g w as m ade to 
have n good crop of fruit, but tire farm 
work w as attended to, and tho straw berries 
received but little attention. Tire conse­ 
quence of tin s neglect w as th at the w eeds 
were in a fair way to occupy the ground to 
the exclu sion of tire straw Derries. 
It so 
happened that the soil w as good. and tire 
straw berries w ere a very tntifty-giow ing 
variety, and there w a- a fair settin g of 
plants for tire n ext season ’s fruiting. 
N eg­ 
lected, as it was, this h alf acre of ground 
produced a crop that paid m uch better than 
any ten acres of the farm , although the 
crops of grain were considered very good. 
Could th is h alf acre of sm all fruit have re­ 
ceived proper attention, it would have pro­ 
duced m ore clear profit than all tire balance 
of the farm . 
It is a very difficult m atter 
for a m an to carry on several distinct lines 
of farm work at tire sam e tim e. 
Ile w ill 
I find h im self at tim es overrun with work, 


i and tire profits w ill 
disappear in 
Ute 
extra expense. In attem ptin g to grow sm all 
I lruits, particu lar attention m ust bo given 
j them in order to be successful. 
There is 
notiiing th at w ill respond m ore readily to 
extra care and cultivation than will sm all 
1 fruits. 
Success iii a great m easure depends 
upon grow in g varieties of fruit that are 
adapted to your soil. 
Titer# are a few kind.? 
of sm all fruits which will succeed upon 
aiino?t all kin ds of soil. while others are 
peculiarly adapted to certain localities. OI

To Make a Mot-Boc*. 
The old-fashioned m ethod, described in 
seedsm en ’s catalo gu es and alm an acs, of 
bulldihg up a lied of m anure two feet high, 
on the top of the ground, is objectionable, 
inasm uch as it raises the bed so high in lire 
a ir t h a t it is exposed both to frosty w inds 
and to excessive evaporation of the loam . 
Tire g lass over the bed should be raised 
only a few inches alrovo the level of the su r­ 
rounding land, am i tire space needed for the 
heatm u m aterial aud loam should be dug 
out in autum n. 
The m anure suitable for a hot-bed is stron g 
horse m an u re: the only essential point? to 
be observed about it are, th at it is freshly 
m ode and uot excessively strin g . 
Iii order 
to be sure that it is fresh .it should be taken 
from a stable where at least ten horses are 
kept, So that a load of it will not be rimre 
than a week or two old. If three or four 
cords of the hot m anure can be piled up be­ 
fore using it, for a few days, tire lieut will 
lie m ole uniform and reliab le; but this can ­ 
not alw ays lie done for a sm all bed. and tire 
only real essen tials are th at the m anure ire 
hot and fresh, and not too strong1 and dry: 
in the latter case it is well to m ix it with 
forest leaves and wet tile m ass in a pile a 
few days before using it. 
Of such m anure, ten or tw elve inches in 
thickn ess when beaten down iu tire tied, 
will be far belter tliau a larger quantity. 
Too m uch m anure w ill give too high a tem ­ 
perature and require too m uch w atering. 
Tire depth of loam to bo placed over tho 
m anure should be governed by tire kind of

Do not allow the sw ine to m ake th eir 
beds on tire m anure heap. Tire treat which 
develops there by the process of ferm en ta­ 
tion is not w holesom e tor them , nor condu­ 
cive to the m ak in go f good wholesom e pork. 
For the sow s which ara with pig this exces­ 
sive iieat is very in jurious,and often a cause 
of 
a loss of the whole litter of pigs. 
They m ay be allow ed to root in tire m a­ 
nure heap d uring lire day. and even en­ 
couraged to do so by the scatterin g of a lit­ 
tle grain am ong the m anure, but they 
should have their bed of dry straw , aud 
they w ill soon learn to prater it to any 
other place, it it is only dry and sheltered 
from winds. 
B e sure th at your Cows have a fair am ount 
of succulen t food and all the salt they w ant. 
and it will do very m uch to obviate diffi­ 
culty iii churning. Proper attention to tem ­ 
peratures w ill also help. Do not freeze and 
thaw your cream , but keep it at an even 
tem perature of OO’ , au d churn at th at tem ­ 
perature. 
An exten sive grow er of peaches for m ar­ 
ket in M ichigan, who aim s to secu re a reg­ 
u lar succession of ripe fru it from near m id­ 
sum m er till frost, giv es the follow ing list: 
A lexander, M ountain Hose, E arly C ia wford, 
seeds to he planted : for tropical see d s.such : Foster, W ager, late Craw ford, O ld M ixon, 
as cucum bers, tom atoes and peppers, four 
Sm ock and H ills’ Chili. 
to six inches of loam are enough, but for 
the hardier seeds of cabbage, lettuce, Tad- 
ishes, etc , ten or tw elve incite? of loam are 
better, and care will be needed also with 
these hardy seeds to give them m ore air 
and w ater, as their n ature dem ands. 
A fter 
the bed lias been m ade cover it with glass 
and straw m ats and shutters, tire m ats and 
sh utters to be taken off eVety fine day. and 
after three or fourlldavs to aw ee k , put iii 
the seed ; or, if yon ate sure your bcd is all 
right and not too hot, you can put in the 
seed at otic* after m ak in g it. 
Tire heat of 
tire m anure is apt to Ire rath er too strong 
fo f tire first t im e days, and m oreover by 
w aiting you give tire seeds of w eeds a 
chance to sprout and to k ill them . 
In sow ing seed, rake the lied very fine. pat 
it gently with tire back of ti spade, sow the 
seed tallier thinly, then rover with sifted 
loam and pat again. 
T h is is belter titan 
w atering, un less tire loam is too dry. 
A fter 
tire seeds are w ell up they nifty be w atered 
with advan tage. 
When 
they show’ the 
fourth leaf, the p lan t* w ill need to be tran s­ 
planted to another bed. or to tire open 
ground, 
lf to another Ired. it Is well to set 


J . N. Colem an stares th at he had thirty 
y ears’ experience ill puttin g up B u lt, and 
ire found th at if the air is exclu ded alto­ 
gether, instead of boring holes, the con­ 
tents rem ained m ore perfect. 
H is barrels 
w ere so tight that they would often hold 
w aler. 
He though t hard wood 
barrels 
rath er better than those of soft wood, be­ 
cause they exclu de the air better. 
All successfu l cherry grow ers p lant on 
hillsides, iii dry. gravelly ground, n atu rally 
um rerdrained.

ures of this fruit on low' ground are due to 
th is cause. Cherry-tree roots strik e deeply. 
and on the driest soil the UP»e seldom su f­ 
fers for lack of m oisture. 
D urin g the fruit-shipping 
season ju st 
closed ihore were shipped trout lx*s A nge­ 
les. I i 19 carlo ads ot oranges, con tain ing 
over 300 boxes each, m ak in g a total of 
4213)00 boxes. 
There Were shipped Irolti 
oilier sections near, perhaps, enough to 
m ake a total for southern C aliforn ia of 
I SOO carloads, or 460,000 boxes; Hie con­ 
tents ut winch, lf counted, would m ake an 
them about three Inches apart, or say 2OO to 
aggregate of 45,000,OOO oranges. 
L arg e as 
the sash. 
Iii general it is hest to uo this, j the num ber seem s to be, thew would scarce- 
ilice far better plant? are thus obtained 
than can belobtained directly from the seed­ 
bed. 
To run a hot-lred need? a good ileal of 
care arni attention, and nobody should at­ 
tem pt it u n less they ara w illing to give the 
tim e and attention. 
T h e bens m ust be cov­ 
ered up at n igh t with m ats and shutters, 
m ast be aired on sunny days, and w atered 
w henever needed ; the n eglect of these par­ 
ticulars will spoil tire whole tiling In a 
single hou r; hut those wire like to give 
their attention to Stint! th in gs will find m uch 
pleasure iii seein g things grow ing, w hile all 
around is hound iii trost, and w ill have the 
satisfaction of h avin g early Vegetables a* a 
tim e when they arc m ost acceptable, and of 
h aving their dow ers in bloom at least a 
m onth earlier than can be done in the open 
air. 


Applying Manure. 
As we have in tim ated on previous occa­ 
sions, we are strongly in favor of u sin g 
what farm m anure can he readily obtained 
in preference to depending upon special fer­ 
tilizers. 
B arnyard m an ure is frequently 
coarse, an a in th at condition is possessed of 
add ition al value, because of the m ech ani­ 
cal action th at it m ay exert upon tire so il; 
and. because of th is, good judgm en t is nec­ 
essary in m ak in g tire application. 
Soils arc 
U nlike in ch aracter anil tex tu re; som e are 
loose and pulverized in their nature, while 
others ar# firm and com pact, and are pul­ 
verized w ith difficulty, Ii a Boil is n atu rally 
well pulverized, m anure th at is thoroughly 
decom posed [m ay bi tter be applied than 
m arse aud undeconiposed, while the la tter, 
it applied to tire com pact soil by plough ing 
iii well* bv the Chem ical and m ech anical 
action occasioned by its decom position, ex ­ 
erts a great influence in tire direct line of 
breakin g up and pulverizing. 
U nless it is 
in the use of coarse m anure as above, we 
should not recom m end tire adoption of a 
general rule 
of ploughing in 
m anures. 
There is little necessity ol burying m an u ie 
deeply in tire soil. 
F ailin g rain s wit), iii 
m ost soiis, as they soak into them and de­ 
scend, carry with idem tire soluble por­ 
tions of tire m anure. There is a greater 
danger of gettin g m an ure too deap in lite 
soil than there is of h aving it too shallow , 
but neither is it best to adopt the opposite 
extrem e, as is som etim es recom m ended, 
m ak in g only a sui face application. 
There 
is a m edium 
between 
tire tw’o 
m odes

“These gales are most violent w hen the 
ivind is between southw est and northw est,” 
“Heavy northers may be expected along 
the gulf coast cl Mexico aud Texas as often 
as once in ten day s; some univ lie expected 
as far east as Key West and south over the 
Caribbbean seas to Aspinw all." "T here is 
hut little danger of ice on the routo of 
transatlantic steam ers.” 
Very little ice is reported, some few- borg? 
boing noticed off St, John’s, N. F., but none 
soutii of th a t latitude or further oast than 
4 ii* av est longitude. 
Tim c h a n m arks tho additional progress 
m ade by the rem arkable wreck of the 
w ater-logged 
schooner, 
"Tw enty - one 
Friends. 
This 
lum ber-laden schooner, 
which was abandoned off H atteras in t-lio 
gale of M arch 20, 188.", by lier crew under 
the im pression that she was sinking, ivas 
last sighted some seventy m iles northeast. 
of Cape F inisteire, iii the Bay of Biscay. 
Boating safely w ith her decks free of water. 
It is considered rem arkable th at so far on 
her long journey across the Atlantic not ono 
of the num erous vessels which imvo sighted 
her have thought it worth their av bile to 
take her in tow.

I thought I could see in the audience a 
kind of hesitation, which has got to be the 
fashion here about approving anything th at 
has not had the foreign stam p upon it. Yet 
the singers Avere of a far superior class to 
the im ported articles. A'ou could see im­ 
m ediately when the ladies in the leading 
parts cam e on, t tint they Avere indies know­ 
ing how to behave from hom e breeding, 
knoAving Avhat

No italian who

or Avith wine as iii Italian, nor with a lean, 
rath er dirty, and pock-m arked face Hko 
most of tho French singers we see. Grace­ 
ful, ladylike, Bt for the parlor of anybody, 
she acted aa itll confidence and spirit, ana 
sang w ith delightful articulation and a 
thoroughly trained voice. 
Not so rich iii contrasts, but of a very 
sw eet and m odest bearing, was K ale Urn*- 
berg, a St. Louis ladv, who had been edu­ 
cated in Germany. She had a rattier more 
typical Am erican face than [..’Allem and, 
had ail am iable purl to sing, aud in tho 
duet w ith her lovers. Avho are also her 
teachers, brought out the best th at Goetz 
can do. 
Tile bass singer, H am ilton, acted In the 
loud standard English way. and his superior 
girth and substantial m ovem ent clearly 
showed that, though of the Anglo-Saxon 
race, he was not of tho race th at was doing 
m ost of the work on th at stage.

One reason why tim tiioatros do uot draAv 
the people is that, iii three eases out of four, 
they give nothing for the money. G ilbert 
and Sullivan’s little pieces, thin as th^y 
are. have had an im portant influence ovter 
m usic in Hie U nited States, since they arc 
easily picked up and acted, and they have 
brought upon Hie operatic stage num bers 
of our younj$ new stars. Here is Jessie 
B artlett Davis, who is to appear iu the 
Am erican opera. She sang iii "i'inaforc,” 
and attracted the attention of her husband, 
who had boon a paym aster’s clerk in the 
navy. It is seldom tiiat I go to tho theatre 
but I feel th at I have been cheated out 
of my money. I go to see the latest sensa­ 
tion. and I tnid it a picture of conditions 
uninteresting to me, somebody trying to 
break into some other body’s class of so­ 
ciety. some desperate crim inality enfold big 
a young couple, some oppression of children 
or of women. I go to the French piuy, and 
tb e re llin d a different condition of society. 
but equally unlike life and its motives, and 
results suc h as we have it hero. The in­ 
fluence of George Sand and her school is in 
everything; somebody is exploiting him ­ 
self as a Christian, or some woman is being 
tem pted, or somebody has had no origin 
and is trying to pick one up by gush. When I 
turn to the Am erican piece I find it is all 
pitched on Hie frontiers of life somoAvhero 
am ong tim miners, and Brete H arte lias set 
the model out of w hat he could deduce and 
transplant from Dickens.

“Templeton,” in his latest letter on cur­ 
rent topics, discusses tile character and 
policy of A n d re w J a c k s o n and speaks of a 
“revenue tariff” as one of "the* foundation 
stones of 
J a c k s o n 
Democracy.” 
This 
would imply that J a c k s o n was a believer 
In the doctrine that duties on imports can­ 
not be constitutionally levied except for 
the purpose of raising revenues, and such 
duties should always be levied for that pur­ 
pose and no other. 
W e w ould call ‘T e m p le to n ’s” a tte n tio n 
to tho follow ing e x tra c t from P resid e n t 
J a c k so n’s second an n u al m essage to Con­ 


gress, D ecem ber 7 ,1830: 
The power to Impose iiutie* on Imports origi­ 
nally belonged to the several Slates. The right 
to adjust those duties with a view to the encour­ 
agement of domestic branches of Industry is so 
completely Identical with that power that it Is dl {li­ 
m it to suppose the existence of the one without 
the other. The States have delegated their whole 
authority over imports to the general govern­ 
ment, without limitation o r ,restriction, saving 
the very inconsiderable reservation relating to 
their inspection laws. 
This authority, hav 
tug thus entirely passed 
from 
the 
States, 
the right ho 
exercise 
it 
for 
the purpose 
of protection does not exist in them ; conse­ 
quently. lf it be not possessed by the general gov­ 
ernment, it must be extinct. 
Our political sys­ 
tem would thus present the anomaly of a people 
stripped of the right to foster their own industry, 
and to counteract the most selfish and destructive 
policy w hich might be adopted by foreign nations. 
This. surely, cannot be the case; this indispen­ 
sable power, thus surrendered by the .States, 
must bo within the scope of the authority on the 
subject expressly delegated to Congress. 
In this conclusion I am confirmed, as well by 
tile opinions of Presidents Wa sh in g to n. J s p- 


fer so n, Madison and Monroe, who have each 
repeatedly recommended the exercise of this 
right nuder the Constitution, as by tile uniform 
practice of Congress, the continued acquiescence 
of the States and the general understanding of 
the people. 
lf it is proposed to classify President 
J a c k s o n among the opponents of a high 
protective policy, we have no objection to 
offer. 
But "Templeton” and many other 
writers go further than this, and put him 
down as a free-trader, that is to say, as one 
of that school of statesmen which has 
steadily opposed the imposition of duties on 
foreign goods with a view to protect Amer­ 
ican industry, as well as to raise the "rev­ 
enue only” for the governm ent History 
will not sustain any such representation of 
President J a c k s o n ’s views. 


FAIR PLAY FOR OUR FISHERMEN.

A m erican fisherm en w an t n o th in g 
au d a sk n o th in g of th e C an ad ian a u th o ri­ 
ties, n a tio n a l or local, ex cep t th e sam e rig h ts 
w hich th e sailors of ev ery in d ep en d en t 
aud sovereign n atio n hav e in com m on on 
the h ig h seas an d in th e harbors au d along 
th e shores of c o u n tries w ith w hich th e ir 
ow n co u n try is u t peace. 
On th e o th e r 
hand, it w ill he a m onstrous in ju stice to 
o u r fisherm en to a d m it C an ad ian -cau g h t 
fish to o u r ports free of duty. T h e protec­ 
tiv e ta riii hem s h eav ily on th e fishing in­ 
d u stry ot New E n g lan d , au d lf o u r fisher­ 
m en a re m ade to bear its bu rd en s, w hy, in 
th e n am e of all th a t is fair a n d ju st, should 
they be d enied p articip atio n iii its pro­ 
te c tiv e benefits!.' lf th e a d m in istra tio n a t 
W ashington fails to uphold tile rig h ts aud 
in te re sts of th e fisherm en in th is neg o tia­ 
tion th e N ew E n g lan d s ta te s w ill be a poor 
place lo r D em ocratic m issionary labors in 
1888.

realize tilt* basal id e a o f its fo u n d ers—th a t it 
sh o u ld alw ays be k e p t close to th e people, 
and n e v er fall in to th e h an d s of a b u reau ­ 
cratic class of professional officeholders, 
such as in E u ro p ean co u n tries has alw ays 
m onopolized, an d still m onopolizes, th e 
honors an d em o lu m en ts of public station.

T h e leaves of th e p a rtic u la r k in d 
of cactus so used are no t very prickly an d 
m oreover, th e y are n o t carried about, bu t 
are left g ro w in g on th e p la n t, w hich stan d s 
at tile loot of th e front steps. 
W hen a lady calls she lias only to draw 
out one of those evor-ready h at pins. w ith 
w hich ladies are alw ays provided, and w ith 
th e sh arp p o in t scratch h e r nam e on the 
glossy, green su rface of a leaf. 
A g e n tle ­ 
m an g en erally uses th e p o in t of his pen ­ 
knife. T h e lines tu rn silv ery w hite and re­ 
m ain on th e leaf, clear a n d distinct, for 
years and years. On N ew Y’e a r’s day, th ese 
v eg etab le card s are especially con v en ien t 
an d lad ies w ho wish to keep th e calls of 
th a t day a p a rt from those of o th er day*;

It is the poverty 
of the spiritual kingdom that it is obliged 
to express itself in some gradation of words 
that originally were

And so it has come 
to pass that as civilization has gone up. ain 
we need new wonts to express gradation' 
of developing feeling, we are obliged to 
give secondary meanings, and so in a long 
line of words the same word expresses not 
merely differing shades of the primitive 
feeling, tu t frequently reverses it. and 
comes to express a very different and even 
opposite one. Now, when Ho that expresses

profoundest elevations of spiritual 
truth;

DEMANDING WAR. 


W ashington*, January lo .—A. M. Gibson, 
who isthe legal adviser and counsel of the 
Mormon people at the national rap i'al, has 
been interviewed oft the subject of the 
E dm unds bill. 
He characterized it as a 
m onstrous measure, conceived in ignorance 
and b ;ought forth in bigotry, bate ana 
vengeance. 
It is practically tile same bill 
th at Passed the Senate during the last 
aessiou of the Forty-eighth Congress, 
was introduced this session, referred to the 
judiciary com m ittee, and reported back to 
the Senate before th e holiday adjournm ent 
and passed w ith scandalous haste.

were not allowed an opportunity to discuss 
the bill bt fore the com iii I tie, and of course 
they ecu I ti not obtain a hearing before the 
Senate. The bill violates every principle 
of com m on justice ami is a growl violation 
of f ie C onstitution of the U nited States. 
Congress, bv tho tirst article of the bill of 
rights, is specifically prohibited from las- 
ftiiixr any law ^respectful* an cstauliBiimcnt 
of religion or prohibiting the free exercise

INEQUALITY OF SENTENCES. 


C rim inal* w ho G et f i n g e r T erm * T h a n 
O ther* to r th e Sam e O ffence. 
•It is not at all surprising that occasion 
aRy 
there is serious trouble In State 
prisons,” said a gentleman. 
This is, in my 
opinion, the result of unequal sentences. I 
was deeply impressed with this fact when I 
read the annual report of the officials of 
our 8tate prison in New Hampshire. The 
Hat of inmates contained the following: 
Name, Sylvester W. Cone; age, 46 years; where 
born, Columbia, N. H.: what county convicted in, 
Carroll; crim e, m anslaughter, first degree; when 
com m itted, November, 1878; sentence, thirty 


^ s n e , A irth H. Johnson; age, *«years; where 
born, Campton, N. H.; what county convicted in, 
Grafton; crim e, m anslaughter, 
first 
degree; 
w hen 
com m itted, May, 1 877; sentence, ten 
years. 
“Now, let any one consider for a moment 
the condition of these two particular in­ 
mates of one State prison, and I think if 
asked the question. "Is it right to sentence 
one man to imprisonment for thirty yearn

Let me not be 
understood to advocate the em ploym ent ct 
convicts, of w hatever r a m in com petition 
w ith free labor. On the contrary. I consider 
it despicable for any Btate to U'Mrd.j:lothe 
and shelter a convict and contract the labor 
for a few cents per day. when an honest m an 
m ust provide the necessities furnished the

Now w hat can be done in prison can be 
done out of it. 
lf the crim inal and igno­

est and intelligent colored m eu can be. 
'n 1 ere are m any good m echanics 81 ready 
am ong the colored people, but they are im i­ 
tative rather than inventive, .aud are not 
the men to be instructors. N either can the 
Southern men get the best results from col- 
ared labor except in the raising of cotton, 
tobacco and such crops as they have been 
fam iliar with. They ara m en of ability and 
enterprise, but they lack the industrial 
training to orguuh&c labor for beat results* 
Slave labor was a wasteful labor system. 
The habits formed under it can 
Mot toe R ead ily Hone A w ay W ith. 
The bad effect upon both blacks and 
w hites is painfully apparent. 
The true 
w orth, dignity and economy of labor is yet 
to be learned by both. The colored man 
especially has little notion of w hat his la­ 
bor is w orth to him self or how im portant it 
is to others. This m akes him shiftless and 
unreliable as a worker. II his present needs 
are cared for he does not worry about the 
future and will notw ork for accum ulations. 
I heard of a contract recently made in 
South Carolina which is fairly illustrative. 
A colored m an cam e under contract to work 
for *G per m onth iii money, a sum suincient 
to furnish him with food. 
lin s was noj 
the prize, however, th at the colored rn ah 
and brother would work for. He stipulated, 
and iiad it incorporated in the contract, 
that every Saturday night he was to have 
in addition a quart of corn whiskey and a 
m ule, to vide 
Sunday afternoon.

as high as his am bition curried 
him. 
Of course there ore exceptions to the happy- 
go-lucky spirit here m anifest, but I ain 
sorry to say th at it seem s to be tho rule, and 
is the ma n reason why the people here say 
th a t “tb.e nigger is no good anyhow as a 
laborer.” To be taught the value of steady, 
persistent and skillul laoor is w h at the col­ 
ored people of the South lieea more than 
book-learning o r any sort of education. 
I would not undervalue religious teach­ 
ing 
or 
the 
training 
of 
common 
schools, 
but 
until 
the 
colored

is taught to use his muscles and work no, 
onlv for his present needs, bu t for Hie fu­ 
ture, he will never m ake great progress in 
civilization. 
N otw ithstanding his faults, 
the colored man is. as I have said, a prim e 
favorite with Southern people. I am bound 
to say th at be is treated here witll more 
kindness and courtesy than at the North 
T here is none of th at aversion to a black 
skin so hard for N orthern people to over­ 
come. The men bere have played 
A* Boy* W ith Colored P laym ate* 
and been nursed aud fondled by black 
nurses. N aturally they feel au affection 
for them . 
But while they treat them kindly, m ore so 
th an colored m en are treated North, they 
still believe th a t a “nigger should keep his 
place.” and it is only as a servant or a 
subordinate that he is to be tolerated. 
I he 
m om ent an attem pt is made to pass the 
line of being a servant and grow out 
of 
th a t condition,

Hie 
habits of generations cannot be overcome 
in 'i few years. Nor is tile idea th at the 
w hite m an isth e natural leader and execu­ 
tive confined a t all to Southern men. On 
one of the Norfolk boats I saw a colored 
constable leading a white m an about in 
irons. The sight struck me as queer and 
unnatural, although the white m an was a 
rniserable-lookingspecim en of a petty thief. 
Now if this did not apoear ju st rig h t to

is as good as 
another, w hat m ust it 
seem to a man who bad been brought up to 
consider the black m anas property ana had 
perhaps owned this very constable. I talked 
w ith the officer and found bim very bright 
and intelligent, a ready talker and well in­ 
form ed on local affairs.

Iii tho county in which he lived, Eliza­ 
beth. Va., he said that Hie blacks outnum ­ 
bered the w hites eight to one. and nearly 
a1, the county officers were colored men. 
He had a very .poor opinion of N orthern 
carpet-baggers. He said when in power 
they treated the colored people 
W ar** T h a n T h e ir Old M aster*, 
and were w ithout their honesty: that the 
colored m en had long ago learned th a t 
all the carpet-baggers wanted were offices 
and money. 
H aving so large a m ajority ot 
votes the colored m en proposed to hold the 
offices and conduct affairs them selves as 
best they could. He spoke of the' Jack• of 
industrial training as toe great draw tack 
to th e advancem ent of hi# race in this sec­ 
tion.

The Confederate troops had scarcely set­ 
tled down after tho movements and excite­ 
ments attending the repulse of Gen. Burn­ 
side’s army at Fredericksburg when the 
merry Christmas time was upon them. 
They had not as yet gone into winter quar­ 
ters, and the dilapidated tents which only 
partially sheltered them caused much suf­ 
fering, for the weather had turned intensely 
cold. The bogs were looking forward to 
Christmas, however, as it was anticipated 
that double rations aud some extras would 
be issued on that dav, and we had been 
living on poor fare for some time. The 
country around had been swept as bare as 
the palm of the hand by the foraging par­ 
ties, and fowls or fresh meat were not to be 
had at any price. Moreover, while the bulk 
of the troops might hope to receive boxes of 
good things from home,our regiment had no 
such prospect, for the Federal forces lay be­ 
tween us and those who loved us.. It will be 
seen, therefore, that the double-ration ques­ 
tion had an especial interest for us. Well. 
Christmas morning dawned, clear aud cold, 
and sure enough the commissary dealt out 
double rations of fresh meat, with beans 
and molasses, and, best of all, some cap­ 
tured coffee—a rare treat for us. The bovs 
had also managed to secure enough apple 
brandy by running the pickets, risking 
their lives to do so, to give all a Christmas 
jollification. Well, the feast was being pre­ 
pared in the innumerably various styles pe­ 
culiar to the cuisine of old soldiers, and the 
men w ere walking around impatiently and 
eagerly sniffing up the savory odors wafted 
through the camp. All was joyous expec­ 
tation and watering of the mouth. 
Sudd en ly the D rum m er B o y P opped O ut 
of his tent arid began furiously beating the 
well-known Tong roll,” and the adjutant 
came hurrying through the companies, 
directing the captains to get their men 
under arms immediately, with such rations 
as they had and two extra packages of 
cartridges rolled in the blankets. If ever a 
set of men were ineffably disappointed and 
disgusted we were then.

could not have been worse confounded.

formed and on the march. 
It was then 
rumored that the enemy’s cavalry had 
crossed at United States ford, above Freder­ 
icksburg, and were cavorting about in rear 
of the army with theevident intent of burn­ 
ing the bridges and tearing up the track of 
the Central railroad. Our march across the 
country, and a rough country it was, was 
forced from the start, and for some fifteen 
miles there was hardly a pause to draw 
breath. The command suffered greatly for 
want of water, too, because nearly every 
man had a pint or two of apple-jack in his 
canteen, and nobody dreamed of substitut­ 
ing w ater therefor. We reached the point 
to which we had been ordered about mid­ 
night, and lay on our arms till daybreak 
without being permitted to build fires. 
Tired and shivering with cold 
T h e moldier* H udd led T o g eth er, 
expecting, however, to have warm work 
when the day broke. Will it be believed 
that when 
the sun had mounted an 
hour or so. an aide-de-camp of Longstreet’s 
rode into the bivouac and informed the 
commander of the expedition that the 
enemy had returned to isis lines, in fact. it 
was a false alarm. Uncle Toby says that 
“our army in Flanders swore terribly,’’ but 
I venture to say that they did not exceed in 
that nsspect tho men of our regiment on 
this occasion. We marched back to our 
camp moodily and wearily, and I venture 
to say the most disgusted set of privates in 
Lee’s army. That w as how one regiment 
spent the Christmas day of 1862, and there 
was no “peace on earth and good will to 
m en” sentiment in their hearts. 
In this connection. I may say that those of 
middle age who did not enter the civil war 
and those of the younger generation have 
but a faint idea of the toil, privation, and 
racking suffering incident to the life of the 
soldier. To realize the troth, th3 experi­ 
ence must have been undergone. We will 
suppose a command is ordered to reach an 
indicated point within a given time, either 
to surprise an enemy or to hold a threat­ 
ened and important position. And in this 
I am writing from my recollection of ex­ 
periences in the Seventeenth Virginia reg­ 
iment, of Pickett’s division of Confederates, 
The men are drawn up, and those who 
have knapsacks are ordered to pile them. 
Then the company officers see to it that no 
man carries more than a single blanket. 
Two extra packages of cartridges axe served 
out. making, with those in the cartridge 
box. sixty rounds, a pretty heavy weight in 
itself when the caliber of the rifles was 58, 
as was usually the case. Next three days’ 
Alation* o f If a rd T a c k and B u ran 
are issued to last for four or five days, or 
until more could be procured. The line of 
march is taken up and the quickstep or­ 
dered from the first. Now, it must be re­ 
membered that a soldier, with his rifle, 
ammunition, blanket, provisions, etc., is 
weighted down by about fifty pounds or 
over, and this dead weight, instead of being 
distributed over the body, bears chiefly 
upon tho shoulders. 
A forced march is a terror to the best of 
troops, no m atter however well they may 
have 
been 
disciplined.

means? 
It 
means 
torture 
of 
mind 
and 
torture 
of 
body; 
it 
means 
a 
dull 
aching 
of every joint and bone and marrow of the 
bones; it means not simply utter weariness 
aud pain, but almost a complete prostra­ 
tion ot the physical pow’ers; it means that 
one falls asleep for a minute while mechan­ 
ically plodding along and to awake with a 
start while staggering to a fall; it means, 
when the ten minutes’ rest comes at every 
two miles, to sink down in one’s tracks like 
an empty bag and to be asleep before you 
loach the ground. When the ten minutes’ 
rest expires and the command “Fall in!” is 
gfven, one awakes and gets up from mere 
force of habit and resumes the grinding 
task, stiffer and sorer, if possible, than be­ 
fore. 
It means, finally, that one would barter a 
million cheerfully for an hour’s rest and 
sleep, and, while feeling bound to obey the 
inexorable command "forw ard!” one is in 
such a state of 
Mental and Physical W retched!]?** 
that he is ready almost to curse God and 
die. And then, too. when tile day’s march 
is concluded, sometimes far in the night, 
what must be the condition of those de­ 
tailed to guard their sleeping comrades? 
Surely no galley slave was ever tortured 
like this. And such a march often occurs 
in the most inclement weather, whether 
the sun was blazing hot and the roads 
so dusty that one could not see 
ten 
yards 
before 
him, 
or 
the 
air bitter 
cold and the snow and slush a foot deep on 
the ground. I recollect that after the sec­ 
ond battle of Bull Run, when General Lee 
made his forced march across tile country 
iii order to ford the Potomac before his op­ 
ponent could reach the opposite bank, the 
day was so hot and dusty and the pace so 
rapid that hundreds of the men who had 
been 
enfeebled by a 
week’s 
constant 
marching and fighting fell (sunstruck) out 
of the ranks by the wayside, and dozens of 
them died, as the surgeons did not stop to 
pay them any attention. 
After the battle of Gettysburg, Corse’s 
Brigade of Pickett’s Division, which bad 
been left behind to guard the line of rail­ 
road between Gordonsville and Richmond, 
was ordered to Winchester. 
We made a 
forced march over the mountains, and when 
we got to the east branch of the Shenandoah 
we found it full and too deep for a small 
man to ford, so the six-footers formed 
A C oition Aero** tho H ushing Stream 
and passed the shorter men along the line 
until we wore safely over. Then, without 
stopping to dry clothes, we pushed ahead, 
but the rain soon afterward came down in 
torrents and every little valley in that hilly, 
country soon became overrun with a deep 
muddy stream, through which wo bad to 
wade breast high. When the command

got to Winchester the feet of the men, 
and they are going to a public school, 
from tho constant rasping of the water 
aud sand in their shoes, were in a terrible 
condition, and their shoulders were galled 


over the Pennsvlvania railroad, was very 
rough indeed. It is quite rough for a news­ 
paper man to be compelled to pay his fare. 
Heretofore I have found the Pennsylvania 
railroad smooth aud easy to ride upon, and 
tho scenery perfectly magnificent, but on 
this trip the road seemed bad and the 
scenery was no great shakes atter all. I 
suppose the road is just as smooth arid tho 
scenery as beautiful as ever, but after pay­ 
ing *18 for two tickets from Pittsburg to 
Washington, I felt very little jar, and my 
nerves were quite visibly affected. On pre­ 
vious trips over the road I have sat by a 
window and drank in scenery of moun­ 
tains aud streams, up grade and down, 
and thought nothing could be more mag­ 
nificent; but last

My first experience in being buried alive 
was in February, 1861, while working in an 
iron-ore mine, in the Bunker Hill Colliery, 
England, in that part known as the "Black 
Country.” My work was to carry’ water to 
throw on tho dirt and clod of the face of the 
workings, thus softening it and making it 
easier to mine and get tho iron ore down. 
I had started from the bottom of the shaft 
where our buckets were filled, in company 
with a d.umb boy. We had to go the same 
road together until we came to the junction 
of two entries, when each would have to go 
in his own entry to roach thai part of the 
workings attended by him. 
Before parting we put down our buckets 
to rest ourselves and exchange a few words, 
or rather a few signs, as he talked by signs. 
We had not been there a minute before each 
of us noticed some loose dirt falling from 
near the roof orfbosite where I was stand­ 
ing. Before we had time to act, or even 
think, the whole side of the entry—six feet 
high, twelve feet long, and from eighteen 
inches to two feet thick—came over on us, 
completely burying me beneath it, while 
the dumb boy, standing in bis own entry, 
which was down hill from him. was just 
out of the reach of the fall, but the dirt 
scattering in his entry caught him by the 
legs and knocked him down before he 
could get away and held him there. 
I must have been stunned for a moment 
after the fail, but not more than that. 
Young as I was, not IO years old, I realized 
my position, and concluded it was useless in 
me wasting my breath yelling, so I kept 
myself quiet and listened to the dumb boy. 
I have always been considered a good 
shouter, and have the reputation of making 
myself heard when not seen, but that boy, 
dumb though he was. could outshout me. so 
I let him shout for both of us. I had often 
beard him m utter some words when angry, 
but never heard him plainly articulate a 
single word; but that day he called "Oh, 
Lord!” several times as plainly as I ever 
heard it said, and he did not call it out in a 
whisper, either. 
No vise or mold could be made 
T o U n e a se a Per«ou** Body 
as tight as mine was without causing pain, 
and yet I felt no pain whatever. We were 
not there long before help arrived. As it 
was about 4 o’clock in the afternoon some 
of the miners had done work and were about 
to start out when the dumb boy’s terrible 
yells reached their ears,, and they started on 
a run toward the place. The dumb boy, 
being visible, was soon released. Not hav­ 
ing heard mo they did not know I was there 
ami were about to go to the bottom of tfie 
shaft ami still leave mo buried there; but 
lie soon made them understand that I was 
buried beneath the fall. I soon heard the 
picks scraping and rooting among tile dirt, 
anil I began to call out to them so that they 
might know where to search for me. 
It did not take long to get the dirt off me. 
and when they found, by the sound of my 
voice, that they were trotting close to me, 
they all threw down their picks except one 
ana began turning over the dirt and stones 
with their hands, while tho man with the 
pick used it very carefully and soon stuck 
the pick into my vest, which was the only 
tiling I had on my body. I was soon got 
out, and men with bravo but Sender hearts 
and willing hands were there, who took me 
in their arms and carried me to the bottom 
of the shaft So sure were they that every 
bone iii my body was broken that they 
would not tot my father touch me, for fear 
it would be hard on him to hnd out how 
badly I was burt. But before I got to the 
shaft I gave them to understand that I was 
very little hurt aud could stand on my 
legs without much pain, except where my 
legs lay across the angle iron rails. 
T h e Amount o f D ir t th a t Fell 
may be judged from the fact that it took 
two men, shovelling as hard as they could, 
two hours and a quarter to clear the track 
so that the wagons coula pass. The only 
reason I can give that every bone in my 
body was not broken is that a three-inch 
oak plank, that had been sot some time be­ 
fore over a pron to keep up the roof, reached 
out about fifteen inches from the side on 
whirl! I was standing before the fall, and 
though it was snapped off as close as though 
it had been sawed, it checked the weight of 
the dirt from crushing mo beneath it. 
My next burial took place in 18C6, while 
working in the same colliery. The coal be­ 
ing about ton or eleven feet thick, with a 
seam of dirt about eighteen inches thick 
running about five anil a half feet from the 
bottom, was got in two veins on Hie long 
wall system. The bottom vein was w orked 
several yards ahead, aud the dirt and slack 
packed tight in the gob, 
leaving va­ 
cant spaces called “wastes” every six 
or seven 
yards, 
down which the ton 
coal 
was 
thrown 
when 
mined 
to 
be loaded. My work was to throw the 
coal down these wastes after it had lieen 
loosened. I hail been w ra king in anot her part 
of the mine while the miners were getting 
the coal loose. Thinking it had been got 
down I came back to my regular place of 
work. The miners having started tile coal 
to fall went back to wait until it had 
fallen, so that when I came back up the 
waste they did not see me to warn me. I 
weut on, never thinking of danger, but 
when I got to the top and right under tho 
coal I heard it cracking and crunching dow n 
on me. To think was to act I could not 
get to the top iii time, and to walk 
back the coal w ould fall on me and crush 
me into jelly. I turned and dove down the 
waste liead first as I would in a river. By 
that means I expected to beat the coal and 
get out of the way at the bottom before it 
caught me, and as Hie ground finder me 
was nearly all fine dirt and slack. I was not 
as much afraid of getting hurt by it as the 
falling coal, besides it was the only thing to 
do to 
N a v e M yself From I n s ta n t D e a th . 
Bat quick as I was the coal was to the 
ground as soon as I was and was soon roll­ 
ing over me. 
The biggest lumps being 
first, the bottom of the waste was soon 
blocked, so that I could not slide out at the 
bottom, and I was soon covered over. 
My calls for help were soon responded to, 
and I was riot there long before I was res­ 
cued. I bad not much time to think, except 
while thinking how to get out of the w ay. 
The lumps in falling over me tore the flesh 
off my arms considerably, as they were 
stretched out iii the act of diving, ami they 
still retain the marks as silent witnesses to 
testify to my narrow escape. Otherwise I 
was not hurt. 
My third, and up to the present time my 
last, burial, took place in Brown’s Orchard 
Mine, Salineville, O., in September, 1871. 
My father and I were working a room to­ 
gether. The coal was about three feet six 
inches thick, and the roof generally very 
good, hut occasionally bail, places were 
met with. Our room was in one ox these 
bad places; so bad was it that about 
eight inches of slate would fall almost as 
soon as the coal was mined and shot down, 
and all the props we could put up would not 
prevent it. As the coal was not very thick' 
we did not try to prevent it as long as it fell 
easy, for the slate over that was very solid. 
In time it got so solid that we could no 
longer pull it down, so we posted it up witli 
good props, and the further we got under it 
tile more solid it got, until we thought it 
unnecessary to post it so close to the face of 
the coal. 
One afternoon about the middle of Sep­ 
tember, 1871, I fired a shot for the purpose 
of blasting down some coal. As soon as 
T h e Nhot W ent Off 
I went back to the face of the room to see 
what it had done. I was sounding the coal 
on the face when I noticed bits of slate fall­ 
ing from the roof near the rib—a sure indi­ 
cation that some slate was going to fall. 
Thinking perhaps it was only a small lump 
that bad been shaken by the shot. I went to 
the middle of the room to get to w’iiere I 
thought the slate was solid, as I had sounded 
it a short time before. When I reached the 
middle of tho room. to my horror I saw the 
roof was caving all over me, the whole 
width of it. 
Lightning is slow when compared lo a 
m an’s thoughts in time of danger. With 
death staring him in the face a man does a 
great deal of thinking iii a short time, and 
those thoughts are generally how to cheat 
death tor that tiino. When I saw that roof 
I was satisfied that grim death was staring 
nie in the face and laughing at my thoughts 
of fooling or heating him out of his prey. 
Could I beat death even at the risk of two 
broken legs? This was what I was thinking 
of.The posts we hail set were not less than 
twelve feet away, and if I could reach them 
with my body by a single bound it would be 
safe at the expense of my legs. While I 
thought it was only Hie draw-slate that 
was going to fall, the room was so full of 
powder-smoke I could not see anything two 
yards away from Hie face of tho room, and 
did not know but the whole room was cav­ 
ing 
in. 
In 
that 
case no power on 
earth could save me. Was I prepared 
to die? Could my father get along without 
me? 
Every 
act 
of 
my 
life 
passed 


_ 
Will life was sweet 
and worth an effort. 
W ith s prayer to 
heaven. I made one bound for safety. Just 
as my body was stretched out In tho act ot 
springing forward, the slate came loose and 
bore me to the ground, 
Burying Me B eneath It. 
The cry I sent forth for help as the slate 
bore me down was a cry of despair, and I 
expected it to be my last one. For though I 
knew help was near, I did not expect 
to 
escape 
without 
being 
crushed 
to 
jelly, or at least without some broken 
bones, 
as 
there 
was 
nothing 
to 
break 
the 
fall—nothing 
to 
save ,.me 
from the full weight of it, as the bottom 
was a hard fire-ciay, as hard as the slate ot 
the roof. Fortunately I was never stunned 
for even a moment, and when those who 
heard my cry for help simultaneous with 
the fall of slate came to me I was able to 
direct them. Though the room was full of 
powder smoke, so that they could hardly 
see what slate had fallen, or whether there 
was more to fall, still on they came, need­ 
less aud thoughtless of danger. A human 
being was under that slate and needed to 
he got out as soon as possible, aud there was 
no time to stop to investigate—a life might 
he crushed out under the tons of slate that 
had fallen if there was any delay. These 
were the thoughts that brought them to 
where I was. But beinfc completely buried, 
they could not tell just where I W’as or what 
position I was in; but my voice told them 
about where my bead was, and I was beg­ 
ging of them to lift a piece off my head. 
When I fell it was on my left side, and 
the slate in falling broke each side of my 
body. One piece broke off from my shoul­ 
der and lay across my head. It was this 
piece that I wanted thorn to lift from my 
head, for, while the rest of the slate was 
crushing my body beneath its heavy weight, 
that piece seemed to be bursting my skull. 
But not knowing which piece it was, they 
did not know which to lift first, but by one 
of them standing on it, I told them winch it 
was, and three of them lifted it off me, 
though they could not do it until by a short 
jerk in lifting it up they broke it. 
On examination I found that the slate 
broke off the posts very close, and was oyer 
12 feet long. 26 feet wide and over 8 inches 
thick, and I was under the center of the 
fall, and yet. thanks to a Divine Provi­ 
dence, as soon as I got through examining 
the slate I got up and walked home, and 
next day walked to town, a foil mile from 
where I lived, and in a few days was at 
work as well as if nothing hnd happened. 
Though I have worked rn the mines of 
Ohio and Pennsylvania since, I havo never 
met with a single accident, and still hope to 
receive a Christian burial, with all its rites 
and ceremonies.

While at Oldtown I saw a raeo between a 
convict and the hounds. It came about in 
this way: 
Mr. Williams claimed, and he was backed 
by Captain James, that any convict could 
be selected out of a hundred anil sent off to 
circle through the woods, passing through a 
dozen squads of convicts; that, an hour

finally bring him up. I remarked that I

The recipes of the day’s ‘lesson were rap­ 
idly read, as usual, by Mrs. Daniells iii the 
following order; “Oysters a la poulette, 
vegetables alia jardiniere. Roman punch, 
gateau de banana and W hite m ountain 
cream.” 
“As usual,” also, the first experim ent of a 
practical nature turned the whole m enu 
topsy-turvy.

'I i i is must have tim e to freeze, so we 
m ust get it under way at once," said the 
instructress, her usually quiet face quite 
clouded. “Take two quarts of water, two

A question arising as to value of per­ 
forated pie-tins, hits. Daniells expressed lier 
approval, adding th at pies if juicy should 
not Stand in them as they were apt to act 
like a sort of porous

run through. 
“ th e last tiring, wash your hands before 
m ixing the cake, as It is bard on the shoul­ 
ders to use a spoon, though the wooden per­ 
forated or open cake spoon, if used with 
the bowl turned out, is cakier than any­ 
thing except Hie hands.”

I have just com­ 
pleted a little pam phlet devoted exclusively 
to cake, Which will, 1 hope, he found simple 
and explicit in its directions so as to be of 
real service lo you. It also contains a num ­ 
ber of long-used and excellent cake recipes.

I surely have ahvavs been 
anxious to recognize G eneral H ancock’s 
claim , on account of both his rank aud 
em hieut services, and told the President 
th at this was a good chance to do so, by

N ew Y ork, January 9.—C aptain Barnard, 
M ate G. Gott and four of the crew of the 
schooner Reuben S. H unt of Boothbay, Me., 
recently wrecked in midocean, cam e in 
yesterday on the Inm an linesteam ship City 
of Chicago. 
Captain Barnard relates their experience 
ae follow s: We sailed from this port on De­ 
cem ber 2 bound for Crab Island, W, I., 
loaded witb a cargo of lum ber and coop­ 
erage. On the m orning of tho third day 
oat. the vessel reached the gulf stream ,

by afternoon it became a furious hurricane. 
Im m ense waves Droke over the schooner, 
and one sea, heavier than the rest, threw 
lier over on her beam ends, filling the cabin 
w ith w ater aud w ashing the decks from stem 
to stern. Both m asts were cut away. and 
anchors and chains slipped iii an effort 
to .rig h t her. This was partially accom­

A de­ 
spatch received from him today says tile 
distress am ong the islanders is dreadful. 
Tile potato crop was the m ost scanty known 
for m any years, and of the few potatoes 
gathered one-half were diseased. 
Tho fish­ 
eries were alm ost a complete failure. The 
people l\ave alm ost nothing to eat and no 
money 
w hatever 
w ith 
which to buy 
food. 
They 
can 
get 
no credit from 
the sm all 
shopkeepers, for 
the latter’s 
credit on the m ain laud is exhausted, and 
their stocks of all sorts of goods are de­ 
pleted. 
A m ajority of the people live by 
begging from the few who have small 
quantities of seed potatoes le ft 
Help 
of this kind has seldom or never been 
refused. Consequently the entire population 
is on a level of poverty in food snpDhcs. 
W hen tho crash comes, as it m ust within a 
week or two, it will affect every one of the 
7000 dw ellers on the island- The priests, 
the m agistrate, and indeed all the men who 
are copable of judging the necessities of the 
cise, have im plored the Dublin Castle au­ 
thorities to assist these poor people to earn 
a living by building certain much-needed 
public 
works. 
The onlv reply of the 
officials was. ‘T h e poorhouse is open.” 
This 
reply 
is 
as 
absurd 
as 
it 
is 
brutal. 
The 
nearest 
poorhouse 
is 
thirty m iles distant from Achill, and. if 
crowded to the roof, could not hold one- 
sixth of the people who are now facing 
starvation.

This building is a tour-story 
brick, and contains some 150 rooms and 
about 250 inm ates, including servants, all 
females. 
He rushed to tho engine room,

progress.

around the heater, and was found to fie 
beyond the control of the two men. W hile 
tile w atchm an ran to give an alarm the en ­ 
gineer rushed up the front stairs, closing all 
the lower doors to keep tho upper halls free 
irom smoke, while lie aroused the inm ates. 
Despite his efforts to calm them , a panic 
ensued, the frightened girls rushing from 
their rooms and running wildly up and 
down the balls in their night clothes, many 
fainting and several being badly bruised by 
falling down stairs. 
The Oberlin fire department, was soon on 
the spot, and the m ajority of the girls were 
taken safely down the front stairs. 
The 
tire unexpectedly burst through the front 
building, driving the fugitives hack to the 
upper landing. 
Several were badly burned, 
and some half a dozen were carried down 
the ladders unconscious from smoke. None 
of the victim s saved any clothing save 
w hat they wore. 
They suffered greatly 
from exposure to the cold. 
As yet it is impossible to say w hether all 
have been saved or not. as they tiave been 
so distributed th at a roil call cannot yet be 
made. 
'Hie five spread rapidly, setting fire to 
several adjacent buildings, which are still 
burning. 
Tile Toss on the building am ounts so far 
to 0 4 0 .0 0 0. upon which there is an insur­ 
ance of only $25,000. The loss to the board­ 
ers will am ount to nearly 0 1 0,0 0 0. upon 
which there is no insurance. 
All their 
clothing, books, jewelry, etc., are burned. 
The greatest sym pathy is expressed for 
them , and the neighfiorhood is giving all 
attention to the injured.
